Tips on winter camping 

Your article, "Snowmobiles Start a New 
Camping Craze," [Dec] has a lot of useful 
information for outdoorsmen. But I'd like 
to add a few comments about safety. If 
your snowmobile is disabled, disconnect the 
drive belt and you can pull it easily on its 
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own track. If you are alone and the snow 
is soft, wait until late in the day when the 
snowmobile track freezes. Then you'll be 
able to walk out easily on the hard compact 
snow. When you tow a toboggan, make sure 
you get one with a fixed tongue, otherwise 
it will turn over and dump your gear when 
you're going around a turn. Lastly, besides 
wearing warm clothing, make sure that it's 
waterproof, because you slide around quite 
a bit on the seat and your bottom can get 
awfully wet. Your boots, or at least their 
bottoms, should also be made of rubber to 
keep your feet dry.

Taking a shower in space is a prob- 
lem, but it can be done. This shower 
was installed in an Air Force KC-135 
which flew zero-gravity parabolas 
while a test subject bathed. Findings 
in the Martin Marietta project: Water 
sprayed on the skin flows thickly— like syrup— over 
the body. When scraped off, it floats about in glob' 
ules (up to two inches) like soap bubbles and 




sticks to the side of the shower. Best sprayer is a 
kitchen-sink mist nozzle. How do you get rid of the 
water? Simply suck it up with a vacuum cleaner. 



The Wankel rotary engine may be one of the 

answers to air pollution, say researchers. 
Although doubts were expressed initially 
about the sturdy little rotary, it was recent- 
ly demonstrated that its emissions can be 
greatly reduced by adding a simple "coffee- 
can" exhaust system. Working on a Curtiss- 
Wright engine [PS, April '66], a team of 
University of Michigan engineers, headed 
by Dr. Paul Cole, cut down exhaust to the 
point where it would pass even the strin- 
gent tests proposed for the 1970s: less than 
40 parts per million of unburned hydrocar- 
bons to pollute the air. 

The electrical analogue of a permanent mag- 
net, the electret, may make possible a new 
kind of telephone mike, tiny built-in elec- 
trostatic cigarette filters, and a unit to 
cleanse your car exhaust. Electrets are 
strange gadgets first made 20 years ago by 
melting wax in a strong electric field, then 
letting it harden. Certain kinds of wax will 
retain a charge indefinitely. Mylar and Tef- 
lon were recently found -to make good elec- 
trets. and last November a patent was 
granted Northern Electric Co., Montreal, 
for a way to cheaply mass-produce them. 
First use: a condenser telephone mike in 
which an electret is the power source. 

What winter slush and salt do to your car 

isn't pretty to look at, and engineers are 
still trying to lick the problem of body cor- 
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rosion. New at Ford is an "electrocoat" 
process in which entire car bodies (Lincoln 
and Thunderbird) are dipped into a tank 
and electroplated with a zinc-rich primer. 
(As with all zinc primers, the zinc oxidizes 
and forms a salt that protects the steel un- 
derneath.) General recommendations to 
minimize corrosion: Keep your car as free 
of dirt, salt, and moisture as possible and 
never store it in a heated garage. Scientists 
estimate that rusting advances twice as fast 
with every lO-degree rise in temperature. 

Balloon-supported windmills five miles up in 
the sky would drive generators and send 
electricity to earth through anchor cables 
if a proposal of Russian scientists is adopt- 
ed. Eyeing the windmill as a means of tap- 
ping high-altitude, high-velocity winds (up 
to 350 feet per second), the group would 
build balloons 725 feet long and 135 feet 
in diameter to support 1,500-kilowatt gen- 
erators. The balloons would be made with 
three layers of glass fiber separated by 
foam plastic to insure that they would be 
leakproof and keep their shape. They might 
also be used as radio-TV relay points. 

Easy way to start air-cooled engines used on 
large lawn mowers, snowmobiles, and other 
machines is to prop one of the valves open. 
This, in simple terms, is what is done by the 
Automatic Compression Release device re- 
cently patented by the Kohler Co. Finding

that even electric starters didn't do the job 
on large air-cooled, four-strokers, Kohler en- 
gineers fitted a centrifugally operated arm to 
the camshaft of a test engine. At rest and 
below 600 r.p.m., it holds the exhaust valve 
open. This cuts compression ratio from 6:1 
to 2.5:1 and reduces voltage needed to fire 
the plug, since ionization occurs easily at 
lower cylinder pressures. Result? Painless 
cranking and starting, fewer backaches. 

Look for Olympic skating records to fall this 
month at the Winter Games in Grenoble, 
France. Reeison? For the first time in his- 
tory skaters will race on ice made from soft 
water. Not long ago, skaters noticed that 
times were faster on low-mineral-content ice 
or in a light, drizzling rain. The answer 
was found in the laboratory: As water freezes, 
the minerals separate and give it uneven 
hardness and density. Soft water is clear and 
uniform, keeping skates sharp and making 
for faster times. Culligan, Inc., has surfaced 
the Grenoble skating track with three inches 
of soft-water ice— world's fastest. 

"To keep from getting old, exercise," say 

Drs. Herbert A. deVries and Kenneth E. 
Lersten of the University of Southern Cali- 
fornia. Now in the middle of six months 
of testing with 150 men between 50 and 79, 
the doctors are putting volunteers through 
stretching exercises, light calisthenics, and 
walking-jogging. Radio telemetry is being 
used to monitor heartbeats of the subjects 
as they exercise, and laboratory instruments 
keep track of blood pressure, body fat, and 
oxygen consumption. The researchers are 
convinced that ^physical decline in old age is 
due at least in part to physical inactivity. 

It had to come: a mechanical, computerized 
bartender. Known as the Bar-O-Mat, the 
machine memorizes the formulas for up to 
a thousand kinds of drinks, producing them 
instantly at the touch of a button. When 
it needs new supplies, it notifies the atten- 
dant by signal lights. There's no possibility 
of the machine, made by K & M Electronics 
of Baltimore, ever setting up a round on 
the house. Along with every drink it prints 
out a check in duplicate (one remains locked 
inside the cabinet), listing the identification 
of the attendant, the price of the ingredients, 
the price of each drink, and the total 
amount of the customer's check.

3,600-hp. diesel engines. The mammoth 
freight train (normal length is 200 oars) 
was made possible by special radio-control 
gear that converts added engines to "slaves." 
Coded digital commands are sent by radio 
to each engine from the unit at the head of 
the train. Built-in logic circuitry and an 
error check code insure that each diesel 
receives only the commands intended for it. 
The equipment, made by Pladiation, Inc., 
may make giant trains commonplace. 

For the first time it will be possible to mea- 
sure the actual distance to a quasar— one of 
the mysterious, radiation-emitting bodies 
thought to be on the far reaches of the uni- 
verse. Startlingly, it may turn out that 
quasar 3C-287 is actually a rather close 
neighbor to earth. According to Dr. Thom- 
as A. Matthews of the University of Mary- 
land, it is only 100,000 or 1,000,000 light 
years away based on triangulation between 
it, another previously observed body close 
to it, and earth. If he's right, photography 
by the 200-inch telescope atop Mt. Palomar 
during February will place 3C-287 either 
close to the Milky Way or about halfway 
between it and the Andromeda Galaxy. 

The fist is quicker than the eye, as witness 
the fact that the great majority of orbital 
fractures (fractures of the skull cavities en- 
closing the eyes) are due to fisticuffs. A sur- 
vey made by Dr. Orion H. Stuteville of 
Northwestern University shows that fists 
caused 69 out of 106 such cases. Nine were 
from clubs, five by baseball bats, three by 
bottles, four by the human foot, and 12 by 
pistol-whipping during robberies. Stuteville, 
a maxilofacial surgeon, points out that while 
early treatment of orbital fractures is fairly 
easy, they can cause serious sight damage 
later on— a distinct medical problem that 
has never been recogfnized. 

Warning to burglars: Next time you pull a 
job, make sure you don't stop for a snack. 
And above aU, avoid cheese. In one of the 
most unusual whodunits ever. Dr. Robert E. 
Patchin, associate professor of basic dental 
technology at Case Western Reserve, was 
asked to show that a certain suspect had 
committed a burglary. The clue? A piece 
of cheese, with teeth marks, found at the 
scene. Comparing the suspect's toothmarks 
as recorded in wax, the police had their evi- 
dence—as good as fingerprints. Under a 
microscope, Patchin showed that tooth stria- 
tions— determined by size of teeth and jaw. 
root shape, fillings, bridges, and spaces be- 
tween teeth— matched perfectly. BH

There is no mystery about your problem. 
If you were overweighted, as that model 
Thunderbird is on the nose, you'd have knee 
trouble, too. Have a front-end and alignment 
specialist tear down the front end and check 
it for wear and spring sag. I'm sure he'll find 
worn ball joints and inner A-frame bushing 
wear. When he has replaced worn parts and 
lined things up to specs, she'll stand up. 

"My dealer says I should use only the 
Volvo oil filter in my '65 Volvo 122-S, since 
that one alone has a pressure valve. He said 
if I changed to any other type of filter, I 
should change oil each 1,000 miles instead of 
the 3,000 recommended for the Volvo filter. 
I'm currently using a filter with an antacid 
anode with an extremely high filtration rate. 
Would that be safe for 3.000 miles?" 
Philip Van Leeuwen, Huntsville, Ala. 

Stick with the Volvo -recommended filter 
unless you are qualified to analyze the results 
on the one you're trying. 

"In 40 years of driving I have yet to drive 
a pickup truck that gave me over 12 miles per 
gallon. Would a two-speed rear end help?" 

Keith P. Clark, Parker, Ariz. 

Forget the two-speed. Get the right kind 
of truck. For example, I have in mind one 
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company's pickup with a 305-cube V-6 and a 
3.07 axle. With that rig, if you stay within 
the sjjeed limit, you're in for a pleasant sur- 
prise. I'd guess that you've probably been 
using low rear-end ratios and driving too 
hard. 

"Mercedes-Benz advertises a diesel-engine 
automobile that has no carburetor, no dis- 
tributor, no condensers, and no spark plugs. 
Would you please explain how it works?" 

Reuben E. Stone, Rockville, Md. 

Like all diesels. Fuel is injected— that is, 
sprayed— into each cylinder at the proper 
instant. The heat of compression, much high- 
er than in the gasoline engine, ignites the 
fuel, making electrical ignition unnecessary. ' 
Injectors and their components are more 
expensive and highly complex as compared i 
with a carburetion-and-spark system. Die- 
sels run well, cost little to maintain, and 
deliver good fuel mileage. However, they 
are more suited to trucks or buses than to 
passenger cars— unless noise, odor, vibration, ^ 
and low torque don't bother you. 

"Brakes on both my '66 Bonneville and '60 < 
Corvair have pulsating action, especially 
when warm. I had the drums turned on both 
cars, and put a new set of linings on the Cor- 
vair. The condition still exists." 

Howard Shontz, Ellwood City, Pa. , 

Assuming your tires and wheels are fairly 
true, and the drtuns round and not too thin.^ 
and mounted right, you shouldn't have pul- 
sating brakes. More "pedal-breathing," as 
we call it, when brakes are warm than when 
cold, usually means poor lining contact and 
thin drums.

"I purchased my 1966 Buick Gran Sport 
in California with the state-required air-in- 
jection-reaction unit on it. When I moved to 
the East I took the unit off. With it, the car 
performed poorly and gave poor fuel mileage. 
Recently I installed a new 1966 Carter four- 
barrel carb of the same type as the original, 
less the parts needed for the California anti- 
smog system. Now the engine is more respon- 
sive, but I have acquired a smoking exhaust, 
and my gas mileage is getting worse. Along 
with this, the gas gauge has always dipped 
with any kind of acceleration, and I have to 
play guessing games with it." 

Ken R. Manowiecki, East Paterson, N.J. 

Most of the time, removing factory-in- 
stalled smog gadgets doesn't work out too- 
well because of the many changes needed to 
get back to the correct carburetion, ignition, 
and crankcase venting. Have your cylinders 
checked with a Sun cylinder leak-down out- 
fit to get the answer to the smoky exhaust. 
Then get a tune-up, with special attention 
to proper crankcase venting. As for the fuel 
surges, they register pretty heavy in the low, 
wide tank in your car on rapid acceleration 
or hard braking. 

"7s there anything harmful about feeding 
a tablespoonful of flake graphite through 
the carburetor throat every 100 miles?"

Not unless you object to its coming out 
the exhaust pipe. That's where it's going 

"I use my '66 Plymouth six only for short 
runs of about a mile each way daily, to and 
from work. I have to change oil long before 
due time because gasoline from the automat 
ic choke dilutes it. Add a manual choke? 

Richard D. Parker, Saco, Me 

Yes. But you would still be driving a cold 
engine most of the time. That's harmful in 
ways other than diluting the oil. Why not 
put an engine heater in it? Use it at home 
for the morning start, and again before you 
start home. There are head-bolt heaters 
dip-stick heaters, and oil-pan heaters. Some 
are electrical. Some are fuel-powered. If yo 
continue to use the automatic choke, you 
should have the unloader and choke set 
leaner, and add a radiator or grille covef

Put the best on the rear. You can't steer 
that end of the car unless you're a race driver 
and know how to put English on the front 
to control the rear. The real answer to your 
question is, don't drive bad tires. Most driv- 
ers, without training in survival driving, pan- 
ic when a tire blows— and the best tires might 
as well be in the trunk. I would like to see 
everyone who gets a driver's license trained 
in handling blowout skids and the resulting 
panic stops. In my opinion, all this crusading 
to make the car safer is working on the 
wrong end of the horse. Darned few mechan- 
ical failures are represented in all the single- 
car accident fatalities in the newspapers. 

"The shift lever on my '67 Dodge Dart 
Six, with standard transmission and 7.V0- 
hy-13 tires, rattles excessively over any- 
thing but a smooth road. I've put on new 
motor mounts ( factory-supplied) , heavy-duty 
shocks, had a complete front-end checkup, 
and balanced the wheels. I feel road shocks 
in the steering wheel. The only way I've been 
able to live with this is to use rubber shims 
between the gearshift housing and steering- 
column post."

I could suggest a few more Mickey Mouse 
gadgets that would stop the rattle, but Dodge 
should know the problem and fix it under 
your warranty. I believe the trouble starts in- 
side the shift cover— from shifting forks not 
completely loaded into a stop position. Then 
the vibration is magnified by loose bushings 
and resonance. 

"I'm considering replacing the present en- 
gine in my 1953 Ford with a new 289-inch 
unit. My primary concern is that the elec- 
tronic apparatus of the new engine won't be 
compatible with the old car— first, because 
it's a six-volt system, and second, because 
it has a positive ground instead of a nega- 
tive as on the 289. How can I solve this?"

It's no problem if you are keen on blowing 
your money. A 12-volt battery, new engine 
complete with starter, generator (or alter- 
nator) , distributor, coil, voltage regulator, 
and a few wire changes, including new light 
bulbs and sockets, and you are converted.

Detroit Report 



WHERE IS CHRYSLro'S ELECTRIC CAR? The announcement of American 

Motors' electric research vehicle leaves Chrysler the only big 
auto maker without an electric-car project. Ford and GM are 
now building their second-generation models. A full-size 
version of Ford's new exotic battery car will be unveiled 
within six months. GM has two new electrics in the works. 
One is a hybrid design with two power plants- -gasoline engine 
in front, electric motor in the rear. 



Electric cars will not solve smog problems. 

So concludes a blue-ribbon panel making a 
study for the U. S. Department of Com- 
merce. This takes the urgency out of the 
development of electric cars for city use. 
After months of study, the experts said that 
the proposed electrics will have no signifi- 
cant effect on air pollution. Biggest reason: 
Detroit success in meeting the exhaust- 
emission control standards set for gasoline 
engines. 

What's holding up skidproof brakes? Detroit 
has clamped a tight lid on antiskid progress 
reports to the public because they are not yet 
satisfied with the systems they are testing. 
Public interest is sky-high in brakes that 
promise to keep a car steerable on ice even 
if the brakes are jammed on. And the car 
makers know that the demand may become 
too great to hold off another year if the public 
is told that antiskid brake systems are ready 
for production. What's worrying Detroit 
about rushing ahead is the possibility of a 
faulty system. Some of the units have a cut- 
off valve that actually stops all hydraulic 
pressure as part of the skid-prevention mech- 
anism. If the valve should stick, all braking 
power could be lost. 

Is Ford working on a steam car? Almost. As 
part of what the company calls a research 
program on all forms of power plants. Ford 
has a steam engine on order from a Pennsyl- 
vania steam-engine builder. The engine will 
be put in a full-size Ford sedan for testing. 
One problem that plagued old-timers is still 
puzzling steam engineers: How to get rid of 
the water that forms when hot steam con- 
denses in the chamber of a cold engine. With 
sufficient condensation in cold-weather starts, 
the engine becomes a water pump. Power out- 
put drops and the machine may be damaged. 

You'll drive on tires of the future soon. Several 
makers are aiming to bring out a tire combin- 
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ing the best features of radial-ply, bias-ply 
(conventional), and wide -tread construction 
before the end of the year. Production will bej- 
limited at first. Goodyear's "future" tire will 
be called Wide Tread Polyglas (it's madcT" 
with polyester cord plies). New brand names 
will appear from the other manufacturers. 

New Ford Econolines are coming. An all-new 
van and wagon type with forward control will 
replace the 90-in.-wheelbase Econolines. It^ 
will have a wheelbase of 102 inches and a 
mini-hood to improve leg room, and will pro- i 
vide space for heating and air-conditioning 
units up front. The mini-hood also allows a 
sharper rake for the steering colunm, giving a 
more comfortable driving position. ' 

More U. S. engines are going abroad. Chevro- 
let is supplying Corvette engines to more than 
one European car manufacturer. The Ital-^ 
ian-built Bizzarrini sports car has used-l 
Chevy power for two-three years; now theft 
ISO company in Bresso, Italy, has built a 
Corvette-powered sedan that must surely ri- 
val the Maserati Quattroporte as the fastest 
four-seater in the world. Smaller Chevrolet 
engines are standard in Opel Diplomat mod- 
els. Chrysler also has a good market for V-^ 
engines in Europe: Jensen and Bristol ini 
England, and a new Swiss-made car, the; 
Monteverdi. | 

Prices are down on British cars. On the tail of 
the devaluation of the pound sterling, you 
can now get a two-seater Sprite for $1,925, 
and an MG-B GT for $2,995. If you'rg 
really upgrading, Rolls-Royce has slashed an 
even $1,(X)0 off the Silver Shadow— it's now 
only $19,600.

Our tests were aimed primarily at judg- 
ing color-picture quality. Our most impor- 
tant "test instrument" was a six-member 
jury who evaluated the 11 color pictures 
in a specially equipped viewing room.

The TVs arrived at our test location Continued 
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Every manufacturer was invited to send 
a qualified service technician to install 
and adjust tiie sets prior to our view- 
ing trials. All the sets required some 
adjustment, after they were unpacked, to 
clean up screen color impurity (off -color 
areas in the picture) and minor misam- 
vergence (annoying colw fringes in the 
picture). 

THE TESTS We selected our jury 

carefully, to reflect both technically 

trained and ordinary TV viewers. The 
technical half of our team included a 
professional photographer, an art con- 
sultant and color expert, and an elec- 
tronic engineer. 

Our nontechnical members included a 
long-time color-TV owner and two per- 
sons planning to buy color sets this year. 

The picture comparison was made un- 
der near-ideal viewing conditions. The 11 
sets were clustered on a 14-by-seven- 
foot wooden shelf erected in front of a 
large paper backdrop. A bank of photo- 
graphic flood lamps lit the backdrop uni- 
formly. Backlighting all the sets simul- 
taneously in this manner allowed us to 
establidi a pleasing ambient light level 
around them without washing out the 
image on any of the screens, as front 
lighting would have done. 

The sets were pow^ed by three sepa- 
rate, individually fused 11 7- volt circuits. 
Voltage checks prior to testing verified 
that all 11 were receiving adequate line 
voltage. 

We took special care to assure that 
a top-quality, equal-strength signal was 
fed to all sets. The tests were conducted 
on Long Island, approximately 50 air 
miles from the New York City TV trans- 
mitting antenna complex atop the Empire 
State Building. 

Our antenna was the latest JFD log- 
periodic Color Laser, mounted on an 
Alliance C-225 rotator. We precision- 
aimed the antenna witii the help of a sig- 
nal-strength meter. 

Coaxial-cable lead-in and transmission 
line was used throughout our signal-dis- 
tribution system to minimize electrical 
interference effects. During our viewing 
trials, the only visible interference was 
intermittent ghosting caused by passing 
airplanes. 

The signal from the antenna was 



boosted by a Jerroid Gibralter broad- 
band distribution amplifier— a profession- 
al unit designed to drive up to 40 TV 
sets simultaneously. The output signal 
from the amplifier was split 12 ways by 
a network of four JFD SC72-75 splitters. 
All unused outputs on the splitters were 
properly terminated with dummy-load re- 
sistors to prevent signal deterioration. 

A JFD MT-56 matching transformer 
was mounted on every set— except the 
GE, which has a built-in transformer— to 
match the coaxial cable's 75-ohm imped- 
ance to the TV sets' 300-ohm input 
impedance. 

A signal-stroigth met^ dhec^ verified 
that all 11 sets received equal strength 
signals at the time of our viewing trials. 

In our tests, each set was judged on 
the basis of 10 specific diaracteristics, 
and a point score was given for each 
characteristic. The maximum possible 
score differs among characteristics to re- 
flect their relative impwtance in produc- 
ing a top-quality color picture. The 10 
characteristics: 

• Color quality. An overall rating of 
a set's ability to create a natural-looking 
color picture. Our jury looked at a wide 
range of subjects, from panel shows to 
football games, before they passed judg- 
ment. Maximum score: 20 points. 

• Apparrat resolution. A measure oi 
the fine detail within the picture. We 
were looking for more than sharpness or 
good focus— every screen displayed a 
razor-sharp, perfectly focused image, but 
the degree of fine detailing varied con- 
siderably from set to set. Maximum 
score: 10 points. 

• Screen brightness. We adjusted each 
set to produce the brightest possible good 
color picture, and then compared the 
brightness levels of pure white areas on 
the 11 screens with a Honeywell one- 
degrees spot photometer. Maximum score: 
10 points. 

• Tonal range. This is the range of 
tones— varying from light to dark— of any 
specific color that a set can reproduce. 
Wide tonal range throughout the color 
spectrum permits the TV image to show 
subtle details within very bright and 
very dark areas, enhancing the sensaticsi 
of depth. Maximum score: 15 points. 

• Ease of color adjustment. A color 
TV has two controls not found on a

Lune" control; and tint, which adjusts 
hues with the image. A few makes also 
include a third control that varies the 
background color. 

The point score in this category is an 
indication of the difficulty— or rather, the 
ease— of adjusting the controls to produce 
a viewable color picture. Maximum score: 
5 points. 

• Color sensitivity. This is a measure 
of the set's ability to produce a satisfac- 
tory color pictiu"e from a very weak sig- 
nal. Each set was tested individually by 
feeding it a color test-pattern signal and 
then progressively reducing the signal's 
strength— with a professional Jerrold at- 

^ tenuator— until the color faded from the 
screen, A high score reflects high color 
sensitivity. Maximum score: 10 points. 

• Picture stability. Here, we judged a 
set's ability to maintain a roll-free picture 
during channel changes, and during scene 
changes on broadcast shows. Maximum 
score: 5 points. 

• Interference rejection. We utilized 
three common sources of TV interference 
to test each set: a workshop hand grinder; 
a five-watt hand-held CB radio transceiv- 
er; and an automobile parked approxi- 



mately 50 feet away from our antenna, 
with its hood lifted and its engine turn- 
ing at 2,500 r.p.m. Maximum score: 5 
points. 

• Black-and-white picture quality. We 
judged overall pictiu-e clarity, gray scale 
(black-and-white tonal range), and ap- 
parent resolution. Maximum score: 10 
points. 

• Workmanship. This is a purely sub- 
jective evaluation made by our engineer 
juror of the quality of components and 
care of assembly that went into each set. 
The score here assigned a set is not a 
measure of its reliability or expected fre- 
quency of repair; we could not gauge 
these factors during the short time (ap- 
proximately four weeks) in which we 
viewed the 11 sets. Maximum score: 10 
points. 

THE RESULTS Our test results, and 

the total point score awarded each set, 
are tallied on the table on the next page. 

Color quality. All 11 sets displayed a 
pleasing color picture, but the Magnavox 
consistently produced the most lifelike 
flesh tones plus most natural-looking 
background colors. 

Our jury was surprised at the wide set- 
to-set color variations. In many ways, 
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evaluating color-TV pictures is like com- 
paring 11 types of color film: The im- 
ages you see aren't necessarily better or 
worse than each other— they are just 
different. 

Apparent resolution. Here, the Zenith 
was outstanding. When reproducing a 
football game, for example, it showed 
substantial detail clearly in long-distance 
shots— the heads of players sitting on the 
sideline and of fans in the stands— that 
simply didn't stand out from the back- 
ground on the other sets. 

Screen brightness. Again, no contest: 
The Sylvania produced the brightest pic- 
ture and displayed the most brilliant 
whites, although every other set pro- 
duced a picture more than bright enough 
for viewing in a normally daylit room. 

Ease of color adjustment. All 11 sets 
required some fiddling to get a perfect 
color picture— even those equipped with 
tuning aids or an optional automatic fre- 
quency control (A.F.C.) circuit. 

Both tuning aids and A.F.C. help you 
adjust fine tuning. The aids tell you 
when you've set the knob to the correct 
position; A.F.C. compensates for small 
tuning errors, and automatically locks 
the fine tuning on dead center. 

Tonal range. The Motorola displayed 
a considerably wider tonal range than its 
nearest rivals— an effect instantly notice- 
able in close-ups of people: Skin areas 
were pleasantly modeled, making them 
seem rounded and lifelike rather than 
flatly two-dimensional. 

Color sensitivity. Every set tested has 



sufficient color sensitivity to produce a 
good color picture in any area— metro- 
politan through fringe— provided it is 
connected to a suitable antenna system. 

Picture stability. The Sylvania stood 
alone in its ability to ignore momentary 
signal interruptions that made the 10 
other pictures roll and jitter. 

Interference rejection. When we tried 
hard enough, we could ruin all 11 pic- 
tures with our home-brew interference 
generators. However, seven sets were 
able to reject all reasonable nearby inter- 
ference; the four others were nearly as 
good but were slightly more vulnerable- 
to the effects of electrical machinery con- 
nected to the set's power line. 

Black-and-white picture quality. Al- 
though most network prime-time shows 
are broadcast in color, there is enough 
black-and-white programing on the air to 
make black-and-white picture quality a 
big consideration in judging color TV. 

Happily, all 11 sets produced adequate, 
or better, black-and-white pictures when 
correctly adjusted. 

Workmanship. Electronically, the 11 
sets can be divided into three categories, 
depending on type of circuitry: 

• Tube type. The majority of the cir- 
cuit stages in the chassis use vacuum 
tubes. 

• Hybrid. A substantial number of 
circuit stages are transistorized; the re- 
mainder use tube-type circuits. 

• Transistorized. The majority of the 
circuit stages are fully transistorized.

YOUR 
FEET

■ oot trouble hit the head- 
h'nes recently-a nasty busi- 
ness called "warm- water-immer- 
sion foot" which has put troops 
in Vietnam out of action as 
effectively as bullets. In one 
Mekong Delta operation, more 
marines came down with it than 
were killed or wounded. 

It starts when calluses ex- 
pand and contract painfully on 
water-soaked, wrinkled skin; 
boot friction aggravates this, 
and soon the victim can't walk. 

Happily, medics have turned 
up a silicone ointment, the 
same compound used as a lu- 
bricant in high-speed drills, 
which when smeared on feet 
and socks is remarkably effec- 
tive in preventing immersion 
foot. 

Keeping feet in shape is not 
just a military problem. Ex- 
cept for the common cold and 
tooth decay, no human ailments 
are more prevalent than foot 
troubles. As many as 80 per- 
cent of adults have one kind 
or other in their lifetimes. 

And experts say many, if not 
most, foot troubles are needless, 
and are mistreated when they 
do occur. Much of the $2 bil- 
lion we spend annually on foot 
powders, sprays, pads, supports,

and potions to correct foot ailments is 
wasted because of misinformation and 
neglect. 

Engineering masterpieces. In terms of 
anatomical engineering, your feet are 
masterpieces— and they have to be. When 
you stand, your feet carry the dead 
weight of the body. Walk— and if you're 
average, you'll walk some 65,000 miles 
in your lifetime— and you jolt them with 
a force of hundreds of tons a day. A 
150-pound man walking a mile brings 
down on his feet a total work load of 132 
tons— 264,000 pounds. 

Your feet have to absorb the impact 
of body weight and keep the shock from 
traveling up the network of nerves and 
joints throughout the body. 

In addition, they have to balance the 
body, propel it, and, working against 
gravity, get blood flowing back up the 
legs to the heart. 

To accomplish all this, you have 52 
bones in your feet— one-fourth of the total 
number in the body and— they're encased 
in an intricate system of some 200 liga- 
ments, 40 muscles, and millions of mus- 
cle fibers and blood vessels. 

Your biggest foot bone is the heel, 
one of the seven tarsal bones; the other 
six tarsals arch in front of it— and meet 
five long bones, the metatarsals, whose 
heads make up the ball of the foot. 

A major part of the body load is borne 
by bones in the rear; the rest is spread 



other woes— low back disturbances^ 

among the long bones in the forepart of 
the foot. When you walk, body weight * 
comes down on the heel but is quickly _ 
transferred to the ball— and from there 
some goes to the toes which, by their 
spreading action, prevent turning on the 4, 
ankles and aid in takeoff for the next 
step. 

When something goes wrong with your ♦ 
feet, the trouble isn't necessarily con- 
fined there. Foot discomfort may cause 
a shift in gait or a change in posture. 
Other parts of the body, including the ^ 
spine, may be thrown out of kilter to 
cause other troubles. Some low back dis- 
turbances, joint complaints, even head- 
aches are being blamed on the feet. 

Out of whack. About 99 percent of us ♦ 
are born with perfect feet and manage 
to quickly acquire trouble. 

One recent study carried out in seven 
cities found that 74 percent of children 
in elementary schools had foot problems; 
by high school, 88 percent. Here's why. ^ 
Throughout life the feet are subjected 
to the stress of standing on hard sur- 
faces. Man doesn't do enough walking, 
which is good for feet. "Standing," says 
Dr. Charles Turchin, a Washington, D.C. 
podiatrist and vice-president of the Amer- 
ican Podiatry Assn., "is a great enemy 
to the feet. It involves 100-percent use;

Suggests DuVries: "Slide a shoe off 
and look straight down at your foot. 
The sides make roughly parallel straight 
lines— even the front can be described 
more or less as a straight line running 
from big to little toe somewhat like a 
piece of lumber sawed at a right angle. 
But look at your shoes— more than likely 
the toes are shaped like triangles. 

"Only when we clothe our feet with 
shoes do we begin to worry about corns, 
calluses, ingrown nails, hammer toes, 
bunions, and other foot ailments," Du- 
Vries says. 

The myths. We're surrounded by foot 
myths. They range from the idea that 
many foot troubles stem from wearing 
sneakers in childhood (not really harm- 
ful) to wearing loafers which are sup- 
posed to be bad because they let the feet 
spread. "Undoubtedly, the foot will grow 
somewhat larger and wider if not re- 
rstricted by ill-shaped shoes, but this is 
healthy," says one authority. 

The biggest misconceptions center 
around flat feet and fallen arches. Be- 
cause the Army during World War II 
rejected thousands of men with flat feet, 
the idea that there's something inevitably 
' wrong with them persists. 

Dr. Dudley Morton, one of the nation's 
outstanding investigators of the foot, says 
many people with arches "as flat as pan- 
cakes" never have experienced foot pain.

while some of the most painful and 
obstinate cases involve feet with well- 
formed arches. 

According to some authorities, only 
one out of 1,000 persons with flat feet 
has pain because his feet are flat. The 
best bet for the flat-footed person, and 
anyone else with a painful foot problem 
for which there is no clear-cut, obvious 
cause, is to get advice and treatment 
from a physician or podiatrist rather 
than to keep buying arch supports. 

Here are some common foot problems, 
though, which authorities say can be 
corrected with simple remedies: 

For feet that just ache. All that may 
be needed is rest and elevation— as much 
of both as possible— and washing in cold 
water with an antiseptic soap followed 
by a sponging with rubbing alcohol. 

Excessive sweating. This often can be 
helped simply with rubbing alcohol and 
foot powder— applied especially between 
the toes. 

Calluses. On the balls of the feet or 
tops of the toes, calluses usually come 
from badly fitted shoes. For lasting re- 
lief the shoes must be changed. If the 
callus is thick, a physician or podiatrist 
can speed its disappearance by careful 
paring (something not to be done by 
yourself) . 

Heel discomfort. Some physicians rec- 
ommend nightly soaks in hot water con- 
taining Epsom salts and use of a heel 
pad with a hole at the point of greatest 
discomfort. [Continued on paRe 196]

The Camaro had the most sensitive 
brakes, and the rear wheels locked under 
light pedal pressure. To keep from skid- 
ding and swerving, the brakes had to be 
released and reapplied in rapid cycles.

Rear-wheel locking became a 
problem on all these cars at higher pedal 
pressures. The Mustang had the same 
fade problem we experienced with the 
Galaxie— brake-force bias to the front end 
was excessive, and the disks overheated, 
causing pedal pressures to rise beyond 
acceptable limits.

The Barracuda set a new record for 
U.S. production cars with standard sus- 
pension. But for body roll (and lifting of 
one rear wheel ) it could have gone faster. 
The steering worked perfectly at all 
speeds. This test really shows up the'i 
weak points in suspension and steering 
design. The Mustang broke its tail loose 
when we attempted a run at 67 m.p.h. 
The Javelin was just the opposite: Its 
rear wheels tracked beautifully, but the 
front wheels began to plow (understeer) . 
The Camaro was well balanced and al- ' 
ways under control, but proved slow in 
its response to the steering wheel. This 
means that the Camaro demands a driver 
with quicker reflexes in any situation. 




Maneuvering: Barracuda had no handling or bal- 
ance problems, but it suffered from pump catch.

As in the crash-evasion test, the Ca- 
maro's speed in traffic weaving is limited 
by the time lag between the turning of 
the wheel and the movement of the car in 
that direction. This car demands more 
anticipation on the driver's part. The 
Javelin and the Barracuda were limited 
by pump catch— the phenomenon that oc- 
curs when the power-steering pump fails 
to keep up with steering-wheel move- 
ment. The steering just freezes for a mo- 
ment. The Mustang had not a trace of 
trouble at the other cars' maximum 
speeds, and its limit was eventually set 
by a combination of wheel spin and un- 
dersteer. Understeer makes the car go 
wider and wider as speeds rise.

FUEL ECONOMY 

This was somewhat disappointing in 
all four, but remember we did an awful 
lot of fast track driving, which forced the 
average down: Camaro, 12.8 m.p.g.; Mus- 
tang, 14 m.p.g.; Barracuda, 13.3 m.p.g.; 
Javelin, 10.7 m.p.g. The high fuel con- 
sumption of the AMC car stands out. 
Reason: the "short" final-drive ratio. 

COMFORT, CONVENIENCE, AND FINISH 

You will probably agree that Detroit's 
sporty compacts are the most exciting 
group of cars to hit the streets. They have 
style and glamour, and they are fun to 
drive. Their design is outstanding: a 
small transportation package that not 
only looks different from all other Detroit 
products, but does not offer passenger 
space and luggage capacity for the whole 
family. They have often been labeled 
"personal" cars, which give them a stamp 
of exclusivity formerly reserved for the 
expensive Ford Thunderbird and Buick 
Riviera. The formula caught on, and 
now one new car in every eight is a 
sporty compact. The four cars may be 
similar in cost and concept, but on closer 
examination they proved to be radically 
different in nature and behavior. 

BEST FEATURES 

Camaro impressed us with its typical 
GM-ish soft, quiet ride and rich interior 
styling. Noise levels are surprisingly low 
for a car in its price class. On a long trip, 
the superlative interior layout and finish 
contribute to the physical well-being of 
the driver as well as the passengers. Of

special interest are the one-piece door- 
trim panels, which give the car a padded 
look inside and possibly offer some hip- 
injury protection. 
Other advantages: 

• Astro ventilation system gives wide 
choice of air intakes and improves driv- 
ing comfort. 

• One-piece door windows look "clean- 
er," cut wind noise, and greatly improve 
visibility. 

• Controls are easy to reach and a 
cinch to find in the dark (though not 
automatically lighted). 

• Antitheft buzzer reminds you to re- 
move the ignition key when the driver's 
door is opened. 

Mustang interior is well appointed and 
nicely finished, and the bucket seats are 
very comfortable. The Mustang ride is 
firm without being jolty, and the whole 
car has a pleasant, solid feel. The vinyl 
door panels are color-matched to the 
seats, and the nylon carpeting is color- 
keyed to the interior trim. Other good 
points: 

• Neat instrument panel with large, 
clear dials and no idiot lights. 

• Contoured and padded armrests. 

• Pedal-operated windshield washer.

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• Ford's two-way (either-edge) keys. 

• Telltale turn-indicator lights mount- 
ed on the hood. 

Barracuda's best feature is the splendid 
performance of the 318-cu.-in. V-8. The 
lightweight unit construction, in combi- 
nation with this smooth, high-torque pow- 
er plant, makes the Barracuda a hot car, 
just short of the hairy-beast class. Fine 
features: 

• Excellent trunk room— almost stan- 
dard-car size, and at least 50 percent 
greater than its competitors. 

• Pl3anouth engine uses CAS (Clean- 
er Air System) and needs no air pump 
to reduce exhaust emissions. 

• Quick and responsive steering. 

• Tough, masculine clutch and trans- 
mission units. 

Javelin is ahead of the other cars in 
overall styling. The sharp slope of the 
windshield posts and the semifastback 
roof line really set it apart. Surprisingly, 
with its modest overall dimensions, this 
is the roomiest of the sporty compacts. 
Points in favor: 

• No vent windows in front doors (im- 
proved ventilation and reduced wind 
noise) . 

• Rugged bumpers front and rear. 

• Reclining seatbacks allow superior 
seat adjustment. 

• Doorbell-type buzzer warns the 
driver when lights are left on after keys 
are removed from the ignition. This 
ingenious little feature ought to save a 
few batteries! 

• Padded A posts and roof rails add 
to safety. 

• Instruments in excellent position, 
and controls easy to reach (although not 
automatically lighted) .

WORST FEATURES 

Camaro's worst feature is the location 
of the pedal-operated parking brake. It's 
okay with an automatic transmission, but 
with a manual gearbox your left foot is 
apt to hit the bottom of the parking brake 
every time you lift your foot from the 
floor to push in the clutch. Other draw- 
backs: 

• Shift lever placed so far forward 
that driver has difficulty engaging first 
and third. 

• Neat styling means loss of trunk 
space. 

• Rear seat leg room is tolerable only 
for very short trips. 

Mustang's worst feature is the unusable 
rear seat in the fastback coupe. One pas- 
senger can sit across in back, but no pad- 
ding has been provided to make sideways 
seating comfortable. Minor beefs: 

• Small glove box. 

• Trunk space sacrificed for styling. 

• Horn ring inconveniently placed ( too

Barracuda has two weak points fight- 
ing for the "worst-feature" title. First, the 
interior.

Smooth metal trim panels on the doors, 
a truck-like dashboard, plus a general 
lack of quality trim throughout the pas-

New Breed of Batteries 
Pack More Power

Cascading from laboratories across the 
country are new batteries that can run 
your flashlights, radios, and appliances 
10 times as long as ordinary cells— and 
snap back for more. There are batteries 
you can charge and discharge thousands 
of times, batteries that make electricity 
from air. And there is a new pint-size 
storage battery that will power what may 
be the first practical electric car. 

• The attractive little three-passenger 
electric above, the Amitron just an- 
nounced by American Motors, uses brand- 



new lithium-nickel storage cells devel- 
oped by Gulton Industries. They've got 
tenfold the capacity of lead-acid cells, 
but will cost only 50 percent more. 

• In a quiet Great Neck, Long Island, 
N.Y., neighborhood, Leesona Moos Lab- 
oratories has come up with something 
that's bound to cause commotion. It's a 
zinc-air flashlight cell that's half battery, 
half fuel cell, and the equal of 10 of its 
present-day counterparts.

Then too, the battery must 
operate at high temperature (880 degrees 
F. ) like Ford's sodium-sulfur and GM's 
lithium-chlorine batteries announced a 
year ago. 

• In small batteries, Mallory Battery 
Co. will next month market some new al- 
kaline cells that will give your flashlights, 
movie camera, and other gadgets an 
amazing amount of oomph. The first up- 
rated cell will be a tiny AAA that is equal 
to the 50-percent-larger AAs. Its secret is 
new, highly porous electrodes which Mal- 
lory will soon begin using in other cell 
sizes. 

• There are plenty of other really fas- 
cinating ideas for new batteries and for

putting more power into the old types. 
Some possibilities are tape batteries in 
which the electrodes are constantly re- 
plenished, an improved flashlight battery 
using magnesium instead of zinc, solid- 
state batteries, and many more. 

Nature creates a flow of electrons when- 
ever two materials of different electrical 
potentials are connected together, and the 
possibilities for new batteries are endless. 

Building a battery. Take carbon and 
zinc, for example. Add an electrolyte— 
a liquid or paste that lets electricity flow 
between your two materials— and you've 
got a battery. 

It's a little more complicated to get 
practical currents, since you also need 
something to slowly "burn" or oxidize the 
zinc, freeing more electrons when it is 
connected to the carbon through a light 
bulb or other load. Another chemical, a 
depolarizer, is needed to keep the carbon, 
which collects positive charges, from be- 
coming coated with waste products as the 
zinc is oxidized. Then you should have 
a separator, paper or cardboard, to limit 
the flow inside the battery between zinc 
and carbon to positive ions, but that's all 
there is to it. 

Make these chemical reactions rever- 
sible so you can feed electrical energy 
back into the cell, like lead-acid or nickel- 
cadmium cells, and you've got a storage 
battery. 

If you think you could design a bat- 
tery, you're right. (As a matter of fact, 
many of the researchers in the field didn't

know D cells from doughnuts until the 
pressure for better military, satellite, 
and electric-car batteries made itself felt. ) 
But to come up with a light, compact, 
economical combination of materials to 
do a specific task takes the talents of both 
a top-flight researcher and an alchemist. 

Batteries a black art. Usually, building 
a battery is largely a matter of cut and 
try, since, as a Union Carbide engineer 
told me, "We really don't know exactly 
what happens inside a battery." Strange 
as this sounds (Union Carbide is one of 
the largest battery makers and probably 
knows as much or more about it than 
anyone else) , it is quite true. 

The chemical reactions inside a battery 
depend largely on the way it's used, the 
amount of current drawn and how fast 
it's taken out. Then there are the other 
variables. How long will the battery be 
stored before it's used? How much power, 
for how long, does it have to furnish in 
what size and weight? Does voltage have

to stay pretty much the same? Temper- 
ature is important since chemical reac- 
tions slow down as materials get colder. 

If you're talking about storage bat- 
teries with their reversible chemical re- 
actions you also have to think about how 
many times a cell can be discharged and 
recharged, and how deeply you can dis- 
charge it without permanent damage. 

The end result of all these imponder- 
ables is that battery design is sort of a 
black art in which the engineers take the 
best data they can get from the labora- 
tory, add a few pinches of intuition, stir, 
and serve up the results as a finished 
—and amazing— package called a battery.

Will Guide Us to the Moon 



How do you aim an antenna to com- 
municate with a tiny craft 238,000 miles 
away? It's hard enough to do it on solid 
ground, but to do it from a ship takes 
enough equipment and ingenuity to make 
the Redstone, engineered by NASA, one 
of the marvels of the space age. It's a 
little like trying to hit a flying insect a 
mile away with a rifle while riding on a 
roller coaster. 

The equipment. Crammed below the 
decks of the Redstone is 455 tons— 30 
million dollars' worth— of radar, teleme- 
try, command and voice receivers and 
transmitters, computers, masers, lasers, 
and the most sophisticated shipboard 
navigation equipment ever conceived. 

Two large 1230 Univac computers will 
decode and process telemetry data to and 
from the spacecraft. A third, exclusively 
for navigation, will receive estimates on 
the Redstone's attitude, velocity, and po- 



sition, and compute the most reliable 
figures of the ship's actual position for 
tracking spacecraft signals. 

Guiding the Apollo and overseeing its 
mission require that the exact position 
of the ship be known down to a number 
of decimal places at all times. Each roll 
of the ship must be compensated for, or 
the enormous high-gain dish antennas 
will lose their signals. 

All in all, the Redstone carries three 
huge 30-foot parabolic dishes for com- 
mand and control signals to the space- 
craft, TV and biomedical data from the 
spacecraft, and one for receiving and re- 
laying data to and from Houston. 

The $15-million Redstone herself was 
made by "jumboizing" a T-2 tanker at 
General Dynamics shipyards. A longer 
and wider midsection brings her length 
to 595 feet and houses electronic gear, a 
ship's crew of 88, and 106 technicians. 
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How good are those speed-reading courses?

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Want to Read Faster

I just read a detective novel. It wasn't 
very good so I didn't waste much 
time. It took me 36 minutes. Yesterday 
I read Hal Clement's Needle, an excel- 
lent book. I wanted to savor it so I took 
my time— one hour and 33 minutes' worth. 

Two months ago it would have taken 
me half a day to plow through either of 
these. In the meantime, though, I've 
taken a speed-reading course, and now I 
can gobble up books at what used to seem 
an astronomical rate. 

But is it reading? Some authorities 
claim it isn't. Personally, I don't much 
care; the technique does what I want it 
to— sort of. 

The thing that prompted me to take 
the course was the threat of asphyxia- 
tion: The piles of unread newspapers, 
books, and magazines towering about the 
house might fall on me. But two things 
held me back: 

• Doubts that any system could rad- 
ically and permanently increase my 
speed. 

• Money: $175 for the course given by 
the Evelyn Wood Reading Dynamics In- 
stitute. (Other schools charge anywhere 
from $15 or so for classes to more than 
$200 for individal instruction.) 

But I concluded that if I could double 
my speed— a goal far short of what the 
ads promise— the $175 investment, 
stretched out over a lifetime, wouldn't be 
so much after all. I'd gamble. 

Certainly I was in good company. 
Among the names of the 360,000 Wood 
graduates appear Senators Stuart Sy- 
mington (who says he "can now read 
technical journals about 10 times faster" 
than before the course) and Herman 
Talmadge (who wants speed reading in- 
troduced to the country's educational sys- 
tem) . 

Evelyn Wood started it all two decades 
ago when she was teaching in Utah. "I 
began to work with the idea of increasing 
the reading speed of my students," she 
says. "I knew there must be a faster way 



of reading." She searched for fast read- 
ers, located 50 of them who could top 
1,500 words per minute (w.p.m.) . "These 
50 exceptional readers, I found, had sev- 
eral reading characteristics in common: 
1) they all read in a downward direc- 
tion, rather than from left to right; 2) 
they absorbed the meaning of whole 
areas of a page at a time; and 3) they 
adjusted their speed to the type of ma- 
terial they were reading." 

Inhaling reading matter. She quit teach- 
ing, developed a program, and began 
telling adults how to practically inhale 
reading matter. Today 50,000 students 
a year take the Wood course. 

At the first class I found with a shock 
that my present workaday reading was 
abysmally slow: 200 w.p.m. compared 
with about 300 for the rest of the class. 
My retention/comprehension rate, 
though, was high: 85 percent. 

Instructor Frank North pointed out 
some of the bad reading habits we'd have 
to overcome: 

• Many readers "subvocalize"— tend 
to subtly form words with their vocal 
cords. Studies at Berkeley's Institute of 
Human Learning show that an individual 
who subvocalizes to any great extent "is 
limited to a top reading speed of ap- 
proximately 150 w.p.m.— a maximum at- 
tainable while reading aloud." 

• Slow readers are sloppy readers. 
Plodding at rates far below their ability, 
they get bored, daydream, have trouble 
concentrating, miss whole sections. Peo- 
ple who say they read slowly in order to 
concentrate are fooling themselves. 

• When a person reads, his eyes don't 
sweep smoothly across the page, but stop 
every so often when the actual seeing is 
done. Slow readers pause a lot, fast 
readers rarely. 

• Most readers not only stop but go 
back. The sentence: "A rider came rac- 
ing down the road out of control," may 
seem to read, "A driver came racing 
down the road racing down the road out 
of control." Poor readers may retrogress

from eight to 11 times per 100 WOTdfi, 
good readers not at all. 

• Most readers fight changing their 
habits because releaming is hard work, 
and they somehow feel that a suggestion 
for change is an attack. 

Reading schools try to eliminate bad 
habits by forcing a student to go so fast 
he hasn't time for nonsense. Most do 
this by using machines. Some use a 
tachistoscope to flash words or phrases 
rapidly on a screen so students learn to 
see quickly. (This is something like the 
device used in aircraft-spotter classes 
during World War II.) Other schools 
use pacers, desk-top gadgets that slide 
curtains down pages of text slightly fast- 
er than the reader's "comfortable" speed. 

The Evelyn Wood school uses a finger. 
Yours. "We train you to use your hand 
to pull your mind down ihe page," says 
North. "Soon you find your mind con- 
trolling your hand." 

Out go the bad habits. Sounds simple. 
And it is, really. But that first less(»i was 
the start of eight weeks of mental misery 
—a 2V2-bour session a week plus an hour- 
a-day drill— in which my old comfort- 
able way of reading would be strained, 
uprooted, and twisted out of shape. 

The first week consisted mainly of 
learning how to use the finger as a pacer. 
The primary object is to "underline" a 
line or block of lines by sweeping the 
hand across the page at one-second in- 
tervals. The action pulls your eyes along, 
preventing flip-backs. (Eventually you 
learn to slant the sweep so the pattern 
resembles that of a flat Z then an S 
stretched vertically— and then, with some 
students, a line straight down the page. ) 

Each week we would be givm indi- 
vidual, minimum reading speeds we must 
adhere to in our homework drill, said

Teach Yourself Speed Reading 

If you want to make the effort, you can im- 
prove your reading speed dramatically. To 
step up your rate, try the following: 

1. Consciously push yourself to go faster, 
even with the attendant faults. You'll im- 
prove your speed if you keep the pressure on 
until the higher rate ilecomes habitual. 
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North. The first week we'd all have the 
same minimum: 800 w.p.m. (That's two 
of these PS lines a second.) "But you'" 
don't have to stay at that low rate." 

At home we practiced first with our 
books upside down, simply to get the 
rhythm of hand sweeps. Then, using 
what the sdiool calls a "lazy-S** hand 
motion, we ran through 10 pages at two ^ 
sweeps (two seconds) per page, then at- 
three sweeps per page, finally dropped 
down to the sluggish 800 w.p.m.— or about 
25 sweeps (depending on the book) . At^ 
two sweeps, if we understood what we 
were "reading," we would be going at 
something like 10,000 w.p.m. But at that<^ 
speed the only story line I picked up, 
was that a couple of guys did something. 
And that, it seems, is as much as we 
were expected to get out of it. > 

Faster and faster. A week later, every- 
one was disgruntled. North's response 
was to urge, egg, and insult us to go)- 
faster and faster. The important thing^ 
was not comprehension. North said, but 
to get the feeling of going fast. 

The prime assignment for the second 
week's homework was to concentrate on 
the Z form of finger-tracing— extremely^ 
difficult because when you're on the down- 
ward stroke you're forced to sort of read 
backwards. "It's your introduction to the; 
art of out-of-order reading," North said. 
"And I've never seen anyone come out" 
of this week with a heck of a lot." He 
was right. I didn't. . 

But on my homework paper I noticed 
that my reading minimum had dindbed 
to 1,000 w.p.m. 

One object of speed-reading courses is 
to get you used to seeing chunks of read- 
ing matter. So during our third week's 
class session we used booklets with word 
groupings. We'd flip by these as quicklj

as possible, trying to pick 
them up on the way. On one 
page, for instance, was this:

We were then given a test in what the 
institute called an impossibly tough book : 
Willy Ley's Satellites, Rockets and Out- 
er Space. The test was on a chapter on 
Mars, read at above 1,000 w.p.m. My 
comprehension score: an amazing 90 
percent. My nearest competitor got some- 
thing like 40 percent. (But I had just 
researched an article on Mars.) 

The third week of homework upped 
my rate to 2,000 w.p.m. Ridiculous. But 
I was moving my hand rhythmically. 

By the fourth lesson, though, I was 
really discouraged. I was learning to 
skim, but not very effectively. North had 
me reading at 2,500 w.p.m., but I re- 
tained virtually nothing. I found myself 




simply watching my finger go down the 
page and thinking about other things. 

And the practice time was hard to fit 
in. During this fourth week I lost so 
much time I had to join another class, 
one that had begun a week after mine. 

My new teacher was Jeff Weisenfeld, 
who spoke fast and frequently, like a 
lawyer— which he is during the day. 

Students in his class were complaining, 
too. No retention, they said. "You're 
wrong," answered Weisenfeld. "Have 
you ever tried to think of nothing? You 
can't do it. Now, as your hand travels 
down the page your mind picks up some 
of what your eyes are seeing. You're 
gathering in a good amount, but you 
don't realize it." 

During that session we exercised 
through our first whole book. John 
Steinbeck will be unhappy to learn that 
I zipped through his 29,500-word novel, 
The Pearl, at the rate of 2,110 w.p.m. 
Took me 14 minutes. But please don't 
ask questions. 

Now I was pretty well convinced the 
whole course was one gigantic put-on. 
But then I had to cull data from a volume 
of 250,000 words. At my old rate of 200 
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vision to see the far edges. Practice every 
day until you can read a column well; then 
try books and magazines. The practice will 
help you see larger blocks of print. 

4. Use your hand as a pacer, as described 
in text. Move your finger under one line at a 
time, then under two or three lines; then use 
your whole hand to "pull" your eyes down 
the page. 



5. To guard against your eyes flicking back 
up the page, hide what you've read with a 
piece of paper, sliding it down the page as you 
progress, forcing yourself at each session to 
go faster, faster. 

6. Chart your speed rates. Fill in the chart 
every day to keep yourself thinking speed, to 
push yourself onward. 

Your progress rate will surprise you.

Popular Science helped design this 
new test record in cooperation with The 
Total Sound, Inc.— producers of the 
"Project 3" stereo recordings ["Today's 
Stereo Sound," PS, Aug. '67]. 

The two sides of this record are dis- 
tinctly different: 

• Side 1 contains a carefully selected 
assortment of electronic test-tone patterns 
recorded under precisely controlled lab- 
oratory conditions; we'll discuss their uses 
shortly. 

• Side 2 is a musical anthology that 
includes several demonstration passages 
played by different solo instruments, and 
a group of selections played by complete 
orchestras. These were chosen by Enoch 
Light, musical director of Project 3, for 
their ability to tax your stereo system's 
capabilities to their maximum limits. 

The nine test-tone bands make it easy 
to set up your stereo system properly, 
and then periodically check out the per- 
formance of its components:

hollow, washed-out sound, since the out- 
of-phase sound waves they produce par- > 
tially cancel each other in the open space 
between them. 

3. Speaker-balance test— a steady 1,000- 
Hz tone recorded on both channels with 
equal amplitude. If the balance control 
on your amplifier is set properly, the ' 
tone should seem to come from between 
your speakers when you sit at an equal 
distance from each. 

4. Frequency-response test— a series of ^ 
steady tones ranging from 30 Hz to 10,- 
000 Hz. If your stereo system— including 
phono cartridge, amplifier, and speaker ^ 
systems— has an overall fiat frequency re- * 
sponse, every tone in the series will soimd ' 
equally loud. 

If not, you can touch up your ampli- ^ 
fier's bass and treble controls to produce 
a uniform response.

the water's surface in an emergency. 

Trying it out. To familiarize myself 
with some of the astronauts' tasks and 
get a feel for their difficulties, I recently 
spent about an hour in the Neutral Buoy- 
ancy Tank at Marshall. I tried my hand 
at relatively simple jobs, such as placing 
a cover over a vent outlet, that are in- 
volved in "activating" the Orbital Work- 
shop ( which, prior to human occupancy, 
will have served as a hydrogen tank). 

Before donning the pressurized space- 
suit, I was wired up so that an outside 
observer could monitor my heartbeat and 
breathing cycle. This, I learned, was 
not only a safety measure against possi- 
ble equipment failure or overexertion. 
It also provided a direct measure of my 
physical effort to perform a given task. 

Effort data play a key part in the 
flight mission's ultimate "time-lining"— 
an important new word in space lingo 
that you may want to remember. It 
means working out a timetable for pre- 
paring and executing each task, for rest 
periods in between, and so on. With un- 
realistic time-lining, a space mission will 
either waste costly orbital man-hours for 
lack of enough to do— or it will hope- 
lessly slip behind schedule, and many 
experiments prepared and carried into 
orbit at great expense will remain un- 
done. Realistic time-lining demands the 
best data available. 

After I was zipped up in the spacesuit 
and topped by the space helmet, a lead- 
weighted belt was thrown over my shoul- 
ders, and lead-weighted straps were fas- 
tened to my ankles. As I got up from my 
dress-up chair, I felt as if I had landed 
on the 2yi-g surface of the planet Jupi- 
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ter. But the load lightened when I en- 
tered the tank, where I first stood on a 
platform that kept me shoulder-deep in 
the water. 

Now the pressurization of the suit be- 
gan. They had strapped a dual pressure 
gauge to my wrist. The test controller, 
whose voice I heard over the helmet ear- 
phones, asked me to call out the suit 
pressure through my helmet mike. At a 
suit overpressure of 3.5 pounds per 
square inch, I was ready for underwater 
action. 

Two scuba divers, who for safety al- 
ways stay close to a test subject, gently 
inched me off the platform. They rotated 
me in a horizontal position, submerged 
and free-floating, to make sure I was 
properly weighted down to neutral buoy- 
ancy. I was. (They must have gotten 
my exact vital statistics from the Center 
doctor— or a fine retrim would undoubted- 
ly have been necessary.) 

My awkward attempts to perform the 
assigned tasks must have been as amus- 
ing to onlookers, below and above the 
waterline, as they were educational to me. 

I was particularly impressed by the 
"straitjacket" effect our spacesuits still 
have. It takes physical force to bend 
your arm, because the internal pressure 
of your spacesuit wants your arm to be 
straight. The pressure also pushes your 
arm up around the shoulder joint, and it 
takes a certain effort to bring it down to 
your ribs. 

A wrestle with a valve cap. One of my 
tasks was to push a hubcap-size cover 
over a valve, and secure it by a turn to 
the right— just as you would tighten the 
cap of your car's gas tank. As I tried 
to push and twist the cap into place, the 
reaction force turned me around instead. 
I anchored myself, with one hand, to a 
handhold provided near the work sta- 
tion—but found it awfully difficult to do 
the pushing and the turning with the 
other hand alone. After a minute of real 
hard physical effort, I was panting heavily 
and had to rest a bit. 

Undoubtedly a few more hours of prac- 
ticing this particular task would have 
enabled me to lick it. But I decided 
right then and there that the designers 
of that darn cap might as well take a 
course in basic physics, or try it in the

Steerable Headlights 
Swing Wide and Dowvs

Want headlights that steer around 
comers, hold the beams on the 
white line on curves, don't glare across 
the road at oncoming drivers, and can 
be aimed down with a fingertip lever to 
place the light exactly where you want it? 

These amazing Rotadipper lights were 
designed by Pat Martin, an English car 
dealer, and sell for about $70 in kit form. 




Control lever dips headlight 10 degrees below hori- 
zontal with fingertip movement of right hand. 
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They'll soon be adapted to U.S. lighting, 
regulations and become available in this 
country. 

The basic idea is simple yet ingenious.^ 
Martin replaced the seven-inch headlights 
on his BMC Mini with bolt-on plastia 
shells housing standard 5.75-inch units. 
These are clamped in stainless-steel rings 
with swivel pins top and bottom. Th^ 
assemblies are enclosed by clear molded 
domes. 

Sideways aiming of the light is con- 
trolled by a compound lever linked to the 
track rod via a swinging lever and rotating 
shaft. But the lights not only swing fron 
side to side with the steering wheel-" 
they anticipate the turn, swiveling to { 
greater angle than the front wheels whei 
you enter a turn. They shine aroun( 
the comer before you get there, thei 
slacken their movement to let the wheel 
catch up. 

But there's more: As the unit swivel 
to one side, it also tilts down progressive 
ly, lowering the beam as the steerin 
angle increases, for close-in illuminatio 
of curbs and shoulders.

These geometric antics come from a 
clever arrangement of levers and cams 
on the underside of each plastic housing. 
The first of two levers, positioned by the 
rotating shaft, has a fixed pivot. A peg 
on its outer end slides in a slot in the 
second lever, which is bolted to the lower 
swivel pin on the clamping ring. 

As the first lever moves with the 
steered wheels, it gives a differential 
cam action against the second lever. The 
slotted lever swings rapidly at the start 
of a turn because the peg is then at the 
inner end of the slot— close to the ful- 
crum. Swing rate slows as the angle in- 
creases, for the peg then slides out to- 
wards the end of the slot, lengthening the 
lever arm. 

Downward tilting is crafty, too. The 
lower swivel pin is lodged in a longitudi- 
nal slot in the plastic housing. When its 
T-shaped operating lever is swung to one 
side, one of the outer corners of the T 
wipes against the housing flange, levering 
the bottom of the unit back against a 
spring. 

If that isn't enough, you can also tilt 



the units by hand through a 10-degree 
angle. This lets you get ready for a 
humpbacked bridge or tricky driveway, 
or correct for tail-loading. 

How's it done? The upper swivel is 
supported by a metal slide seating in a 
T slot molded into the top of the housing. 
Sheathed cables connect the two slides 
to a cranked lever below the steering 
wheel. The horizontal aiming is fail-safe. 
If anything breaks in the linkage, the 
lights are spring-loaded to self-center 
straight ahead. 

So far Martin has produced kits for 
the Mini, MG 1100, and Ford Cortina. 
To comply with U.S. regulations, Martin 
says a four-light car can be readily 
adapted to take two of the present Rota- 
dippers with modified housings. For two- 
light cars he figures that seven-inch 
swivelers will be possible. In both cases, 
the installation of sealed-beam units will 
be no problem. Martin is tooling up for 
this market.

you've ever done. Just one word of cau- 
tion: Stay out of the crankcase. Motor- 
cycle dealers get a lot of basket cases 
because the owners tried to dismantle 
their own crankcases. If your bike needs 
service inside the crankcase, see your 
dealer about it. 

There are no problems about removing 
and replacing the cylinders. Usually only 
four small nuts hold a cylinder to the 



crankcase. With the accessories removed 
and the nuts off, the cylinder lifts away. 
Nothing to it. 

Replacement is just as easy, because 
there's a chamfer around the bottom skirt 
of the cylinder to help you stuff the rings 
back in their grooves. The only thing to 
watch is that the right ring is in the right 
groove, right side up; and make sure the 
ring ends are on either side of their locat-

Examine the spark plug after a 
five-minute run at near top speed 
with immediate shutdown. The in- 
sulator around the spark plug's 
center electrode should have a 
light tan color. If it doesn't, you 
probably have a plug of the wrong 
heat range. It it's white or blis- 
tered, replace with one that's one 
step colder. If there's carbon or 
sludge on the insulator, replace 
with a plug that's one step hotter. 



Easiest way to clean a spark plug: 
Hold the business end of the plug 
against a rotary wire brush in a 
drill press or an electric hand drill. 
Lacking a drill, you can clean the 
plug with a penknife after soaking 
in solvent. For two-stroke engines, 
it's a good idea to carry a spare 
plug with you at all times, since 
the plug is the most common 
cause of trouble. Plugs usually live 
longer in four-stroke engines. 
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Spark-plug gap surfaces must be 
scraped or filed bright and clean. 
Use a flat file first, then a hacksaw 
blade. Seesaw the blade through 
the gap— this will leave sharp 
edges that make it easier for the 
spark to jump the gap, and your 
engine will fire quicker. Gap the 
plug according to the maker's rec- 
ommendation (using a thickness 
gauge). The next step is to check 
for ignition-system polarity. 



Check ignition-system polarity by 

holding a pencil in the path of the 
spark between the hot line and the 
plug terminal. The spark will kick 
out a little graphite and leave a 
reddish tail on one side of the pen- 
cil. The tail should aim toward 
the terminal. If the tail is on the 
hot-wire side, the coil leads should 
be switched around. Polarity can 
make a 30-percent difference in 
the firing ability of the plug.

Valve-tappet adjustment is part of 
tuning a four-stroke engine. Re- 
move valve cover and spark plug. 
Turn piston to top dead center; 

In- 
sert the proper thickness feeler 
gauge between the valve stem and 
the rocker-arm-lever pad. The 
feeler should slide in and out un- 
der light drag. To adjust, loosen 
the tappet locknut and turn the 
adjusting screw clockwise to open. 



Synchronize carburetors (if you 
have a twin). Remove both of the 
rubber air ducts to the carburetors 
and stick a finger into the throat 
of each carb. Roll the throttle with 
the other hand and feel the slides 
move up the carburetor bores. 
When one slide reaches top, check 
that the other one is in exactly the 
same position.

Decarbonizing becomes necessary 
much sooner in two-stroke engines 
than in four-stroke units. Remove 
the cylinder head, move the piston 
to top dead center, and scrape car- 
bon from the top of the piston. 
'Be careful not to gouge into the 
piston crown, as this might leave 
scars in the metal and cause pre- 
ignition. As a final step in the 
process, wipe the piston clean with 
■ft cloth wetted in gasoline. 



Remove carburetor and exhaust 
pipe. Then unscrew the nuts that 
hold the cylinder on the crankcase. 
Move the piston to top dead center 
and lift the cylinder slightly; then 
stuff clean rags underneath to 
keep dirt out of the crankcase. 
Turn the crankshaft until the pis- 
ton reaches bottom dead center 
(watch the rags) and pull the cyl- 
inder off. Be sure to scrape all 
carbon away from the ports. 



To decarbonize piston rings and 

ring grooves, remove each ring 
carefully by spreading the ends 
just enough to get them clear of 
the piston top land and lifted off. 
If yoj spread the ring gaps too 
much, the rings will break. Re- 
member which ring came out of 
which groove and which side was 
up, so you can replace them cor- 
rectly. Clean the ring grooves, and 
put the clean rings back in place. 




lutch-cable play should be set 
iccording to specifications for 
our machine.

Remove and clean the chain by 
soaking it in gasoline. When re- 
fitting it, check chain tension (usu- 
ally Vb" to Vs" of total play mea- 
sured up and down midway be- 
tween sprockets). Most cycles 
have fittings for positioning the 
rear wheel and maintaining chain 
tension. Check wheel alignment— 
the rim should be centered be- 
tween the frame members. Spin 
the wheel to check brake drag. 



Most manuals show the various steps of 
tuning as a definite maintenance program 
with specific intervals. This is great if 
you bought your bike new. Otherwise, it 
may need tuning right now. 

Good tuning is an overall product, 
which includes carburetor cleaning, de- 
carbonization, spark-plug and point re- 
placement, and ignition timing. The jobs 
should be tackled in that order. 




Decarbonize the muffler— particu- 
larly important in two-stroke en- 
gines, where cylinder scavenging 
is dependent on proper exhaust 
tuning. Remove the baffles and 
wash them thoroughly in warm, 
soapy water. If they are badly car- 
boned up, burn off the carbon with 
a propane torch and tap the baf- 
fles to knock off the burned ash. 
It is advisable to decarbonize the 
entire exhaust pipe as well. 



In addition, you should give attention 
to minor checks and adjustments on the 
machine. These include chain, clutch, 
brake adjustments, and cable settings. 

With the right tools and the correct 
specifications, you can put the zap back 
in your lightweight motorcycle in sur- 
prisingly few hours of work. Your re- 
ward is better performance— and the sat- 
isfaction of a job well done. HH

fleeted in the furniture they produced 
for their settlements— especially those 
along the New York-Massachusetts bor- 
der, several of which are now museums. 
The original of this bench is on display 
in one of them, though its name comes 
from Canterbury, N. H., where it was 
found. 

It's typical of Shaker design— strictly 
utilitarian, without frills or unnecessary 
parts. Of all period furniture, Shaker 
pieces make the most direct appeal to 
modern tastes. This bench will be at 
home in any room style. 

You'll note it lacks lateral stretch- 
ers to strengthen legs or back. It is 
reasonable, therefore, to question the 
bench's sturdiness. But I built two for 
use in the family recreation room and 
our six shaking youngsters haven't been 
able to loosen a joint. The reason: qual- 
ity-designed, deep-set hardwood joints. 

Where to start. Edge-glue and dowel 
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the seat boards to the required width. 
When the glue has dried, you can start 
the scooping operation. An electric pow- 
er plane or router are laborsavers here, , 
but a scrub or jack plane will do the 
job, too— it just takes a little more energy 
and patience. After scooping, make a card- 
board template for marking the curved 
seat ends. Cut with a saber saw and 
finish shaping with a spokeshave. Carve 
the cove detail in the lower edge with a 
router and cove cutter, or use a ^ 
No. 6 gouge. 

Don't drill the leg holes in the seat 
underside until you have turned the legs. 
Then, if the tenons are overcut, you 
can compensate with a smaller drill bit 
to assure a snug fit. 

The lathework. The best way to turn 
the spindles and legs is by taking dimen- 
sions from a full-scale end-view drawing. 
Size the tenons by setting the calipers 
to the drill bit you will use for the i

mating holes. Make the straight portion 
of the leg tenon Vs" shorter than the 
depth of the seat hole; this leaves room 
in the hole for setting the leg flare. 

Drill the stretcher holes in the legs last. 
Caution: Once two legs and a stretcher 
are joined and driven into the seat, they 
are locked in. Removal without breaking 
the stretcher would be difficult. To be 
safe, test for fit before final assembly. 

Assembling the back. Taper and sand 
the backboard and cut the waste off 
both ends. To lay out the spindle holes 
set your dividers at about 2-^" and tick 
off 16 points on the bottom edge. Adjust 
the dividers until the distance from the 
first point to the 16th is precisely 44". 
Next make a mark 1^/2" in from the 
first end. Walk off the remaining 15 
points— the 16th should be exactly IV^" 
from the other end. 

Line the backboard up with the seat 
and transfer the marks with a try square. 
Drill the spindle holes and set the angle 
of the back on the bevel square. From 
here on you have to move at a steady 
clip. Glue and assemble the entire back, 
weighting it as shown in the photo. 

I finished my bench by padding shellac 




on while the pieces were spinning. It's 
a fast way of building a high, lustrous 
polish. Use a lintfree cloth for the pad 
and keep it lubricated with a few drops 
of linseed oil. But keep shellac off the 
tenons; it seals the wood, reducing the 
strength of the glue joints. If you're 
building the bench for patio use, protect 
the wood with several coats of exterior 
varnish.

More electric starters are one addition you'll find 
this year— even on some hand-push mowers

'hat new feature would you most 
like in your next mower? A survey of '68 
models indicates that quite a few im- 
provements are waiting for you, if you 
haven't bought a new machine for sev- 
eral years. 

First, there's automobile-type engine 
starting. Thrust a key into the ignition 
lock, turn it, and a 12- volt battery actu- 
ates an electric motor and Bendix drive 
to start the gas engine. 

Two battery systems. A small wet-cell 
battery is the heart of electric-start mod- 
els available from Outboard Marine's 
Lawn Boy Division. Tests indicate that 
the battery will give enough starts for 
the entire season. In the fall, bring it up 
to snuff again with a trickle charger. 
Jacobsen, Toro, General Appliance, 



Huffy, and Southland are among com- 
panies that have introduced a starter 
powered by a nickel-cadmium battery 
pack, kept charged by hooking up a 
trickle charger between mowings. 

Electric starters are available mostly 
on deluxe self-propelled walk-behind and 
riding mowers, but at least two push-typ>e 
models have it. Electric-start models cost 
from $20 to $40 more. 

Other things you might want have been 
around for a season or two. A look at 
this year's mowers shows: 

• A lot of single-control cutting-height 
adjustments. 

• Conveniences such as gas gauges, 
easy-fill oilers, better ways to clean grass 
out of the rotary housings. 

• Greater attention to improved aero- 
dynamic design of blade and housing for 
better cutting and mulching action. 

• More thought given to discharge 
chutes and their safety characteristics.

in popularity— and the ease of start and 
use offered by many electrics. 

This year it's expected that half a mil- 
lion new riders— reel or rotary— will roll 
on the nation's lawns. Riders are of two 
types— walk-behinds with sulkies, and in- 
tegral, tractor-type machines. 

International Harvester has entered 
the riding field with a spanking-new Ca- 
det 60 powered by six horses. A big, 
comfortable rider with a fiberglass over- 
body, the Cadet has an exceptional 24" 
turning radius and four reverse speeds 
for close inching and trimming. There 
are four forward speeds, too. Steering is 
geared automotive type, with electric 
starting optional. 

For ingenuity and design-for-purpose 
purity, a Yazoo with 36" cutter is a gem 
of a three-wheeler chassis. The single 
wheel is to the rear and the mower deck 
front is mounted for ready raising and 
lowering in operation. The cutter deck 
boasts three shafts and cutters running 
in ball bearings. 

Front-reach riders. More riders are be- 
ing built to rear-engine, cutter-under- 
neath, front-reach pattern. Good points: 

• Engine noise and heat to rear. 

• Weight over drive wheels. 

• Engine and drive close coupled. 

• Good front and side visibility. 
But there are disadvantages, too: 

• Tendency to rear on a fast start or 
hill, dumping the rider. 

• Cutter deck cannot be angled and 
pivoted like a front-mount deck. 

• Steering not on tight radius. 

• Side discharge limits close cut on 
one side, especially with bag. 



Typical of front-reach riders now on the market is 
Pennsylvania's 30"-cut Sabre, available with five- 
or seven-hp. engine. The Sabre has a special frame 
that flexes to make front wheels adjust to terrain. 

Allis-Chalmers has three new rear-en- 
gine front-reachers— a five-horse with 26" 
cut, a five with 32" cut, and a seven-hp. 
with 32" cut. Controls are good, with a 
parking brake, separate clutch and brake, 
five forward speeds, a reverse, no clutch- 
ing on first through fifth speeds, cutter 
clutch, and throttle. 

Another front-reach model of tubular 
steel by AMF-HOMKO in the 30", six- 
hp. size has an especially solid-looking 
deck-height control system.

call this easily made sawing accessory 
a rotajig. With it you can form both 
square and round tenons on square stock 
or on round stock— and do it all on a 
table saw, working just with a saw blade 
or dado. It also connects to the miter 
gauge and works like an extension of the 
gauge, permitting conventional cross or 
miter passes. 

Once the tool is made, it's quite a chal- 
lenge to make full use of it. Work guides 
can be made to hold almost any odd- 
shaped piece so further cutting can be 
done accurately and safely. Each work 
guide you make becomes a permanent ac- 



cessory for future use on similar applica- 
tions of the tool. 

Making the jig. It's not difficult to make, 
but accuracy is important. A critical di- 
mension is the distance from the center 
of the holes in the guide holders to the 
table surface. As shown in the drawing, 
it's fine for a 10" blade with about a 3" 
projection. If blade projection is con- 
siderably less, you should probably ad- 
just that one dimension to get maximum 
depth of cut on work held in the jig. 

So that they will retain the work 
guides, make the holders from two pieces 
of stock with the hole in the thin piece a

bit smaller than the hole in the thick 
piece. Then glue the two together. If 
possible, form the holes with a fly cutter 
or hole saw. Lacking these, you can do 
the job on a jigsaw, but cut undersize 
and finish with a drum sander. Do the 
same for the retainers. 

No rock 'n roll wanted here. The out- 
side diameter of the work guides should 
fit them nicely into the holders. It's best 
to make them from the same material 
used for the holders and then reduce 
thickness just a fraction by sanding. 

What kind of opening you make in the 
guides depends on the work— square for 



square stock, a hole for round stock, or a 
diamond-shaped opening, cross, quarter- 
round, rectangle— whatever suits the work 
shape. Round openings are easily drilled; 
square ones can be cut with mortising 
chisels or (true of other shapes, too) with 
a jigsaw. 

You'll find situations where guides can 
do double duty. For example— if you 
have made guides with a 1" -square open- 
ing, they may be used to work 1" dowel 
material. 

As far as material for the jig is con- 
cerned, neither the jig nor the guides take

a beating. So you can choose from odds 
and ends. But make the parts carefully, 
assemble strongly, sand smoothly, and 
then protect with a sealer. Drill holes so 
you can bolt the jig to the miter gauge 
for some operations. 

Using the jig. To make a round tenon 
on round or square stock, raise the saw 
blade to correct height, move the jig for- 
ward until the work is over the blade 
centerline, and rotate the work against 
the direction of saw-blade (or dado) rota- 
tion. It's okay to use the rip fence as a 
gauge for the first outlining cut. 

Should you need to cut a rabbet on 
round stock, hold the work in a fixed po- 
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sition and make conventional passes over 
the cutter. Thus, there are two basic pro- 
cedures—fixing the work and moving the 
miter gauge. 

Spiraling can be done by setting the 
miter gauge at an angle. Substitute a 
sanding disk for the saw blade and an- 
other area opens up. In using a molding 
head, remember that with this tool it's 
best to achieve full depth of cut by work- 
ing in stages and by feeding very slowly. 

Be sure that you provide for the slot in 
the miter-gauge connect piece since this 
makes it possible to place the jig close to 
the cutter to get maximum support for 
the work. DH 




Should You Switch 
to Electric Heat? 

Its advantages can be many, although economy is 
rarely one of them. Is it for your home?

B or a long time, electric heat was 
confined to new houses. It was a prestige 
selling point for glamorous residential 
developments. Now this system is being 
introduced into older homes. And it 
doesn't matter what their age or architec- 
ture may be. Older-style houses may ac- 
tually be easier to heat than new ones. 

Most heat loss is through the roof, and 
older homes usually stack their rooms 
one atop the other, rather than sprawling 
them out in one-story ranches and split- 
levels. That means a correspondingly 
lower percentage of roof area. 

The kind of electric-heat system in- 
stalled in older homes is not usually the 
same as that in new construction. Many 
home owners faced with replacing a 
worn-out gas or oil system rule out elec- 
tric heat because they think it involves 
scrapping their present ductwork or hot- 
water piping. Not so. One of the great 
advantages of electricity for heating is 
its versatility. Flameless heat can take 
many forms, including a variation on 
your present furnace that will make use 
of the existing distribution system. You 
may even be able to keep your present 
radiators. All that goes out is the old 
furnace or boiler. 

In converting a warm-air furnace, 
lightweight duct heaters are put into the 



blower chamber or existing ducts. No 
change is needed in the furnace blower. 
Its efficiency is improved by the conver- 
sion. Air blowing through electric coils 
passes more freely than through the old 
furnace arrangement, and it heats more 
rapidly. Booster heaters are installed in 
ducts near each register. This permits 
each room to have its own thermostat 
and temperature setting. Furnaces can 
be converted to electric heating with a 
shutdown of as little as two hours. 

Keeping existing ductwork. This has ad- 
vantages because it permits power hu- 
midification, electronic air cleaning, and 
central cooling. In some cases it may be 
desirable to replace both furnace and 
blower with a compact new electric fur- 
nace, or a heat pump. Again, the duct- 
work remains the same. 

A heat pump is an air conditioner that 
provides heating as well as cooling. Heat 
squeezed out of air by a compressor can 
be directed into the house or turned out- 
side so the house is cooled. Until recent- 
ly it could not perform under the difficult 
conditions imposed by northern climates 
and was used principally where the great- 
er demand was for cooling. Now, new 
high-reliability pumps have been perfec- 
ted that will perform creditably under 
almost any conditions. They can squeeze 
heat out of air at 20 degrees below zero. 

Because they extract heat from air or 
water, rather than converting electric en- 

Continued 
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ergy into heat, they can produce more 
heat per kilowatt of current, A heat 
pump's operating cost is likely to be 20 
to 35 percent less than that of an electric 
funace. On one thermostat setting it 
can either heat or cool to provide the 
required temperature. 

A hot-water system can be electrified 
merely by replacing the present boiler 
with an electric one. These are no bigger 
than a medicine cabinet. They can be 
hung on the wall, so that no floor space 
is needed. They can be used with any 
existing hot-water system— radiant panel, 
baseboard, convector, or radiator. 

Your choice of types. Of course, elec- 
tric heat doesn't have to be centralized— 
that's its big distinction as a system. 
Each room or area can have its own kind 
of heating, and its own control. In a 
basement, or where there is a concrete 
floor, it can be baseboard units. These 
are especially effective for warming 
floors, large windows, and masonry walls. 
In kitchen or bath, where wall space is at 
a premium, ceiling heaters can be used, 
or the entire ceiling made into a radiant 
heater. In bedrooms, window-type heat 
pumps can offer cooling as well as heat. 

In most cases, a mixture of heating 
types is most desirable. If you abandon 
a ducted system, that central furnace can 
go, opening up more space in your base- 
ment—perhaps even making a below- 
grade fun room feasible. And bear in 
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mind, basements can be heated for under 
half what equivalent space upstairs would 
cost. At any rate, electric heating for 
any added space need not be of the same 
type as in the existing house, and there's 
no fretting about whether the present 
system can handle the extra load. 

In new construction, ceiling cable is 
the lowest in material and installation 
costs. It is merely resistance wire looped 
back and forth and then plastered over. 
Or, for a drywall version of the system, 
you can install gypsum panels with heat- 
ing wire or copper electrodes already em- i 
bfedded. 

After cable, in cost, come wall heaters, 
baseboard units, and ceiling panels. In 
converting existing rooms to electric 
heat, baseboards are the least expensive, , 
followed by wall heaters and ceiling pan- 
els. Ceiling cable would, of course, be 
the most expensive, but there's a new 
flexible vinyl sheet with woven resistance 
wire inside that you apply to the existing ' 
ceiling like wallpaper. 

How about the cost? Even when they're J 
sold on the advantages— and the glamour } 
—of electric heat, many home owners 
question its cost. Except for a few areas 
of the country with cheap public power, 
it's undeniably the most expensive sys- 
tem. Installing it in an older house usu- | 
ally involves other expenses as well, such 
as adding insulation and changing wiring. 

The question then becomes, is it worth i 
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the extra cost, and just how much extra 
will this be? 

For the average house, electric heat- 
ing will cost $100 more a year to operate 
than your present system. Since this is 
an average, the cost v.'ill often be under 
that figure. The only way to get an ac- 
curate estimate for your house is to con- 
tact an electrical contractor who installs 
heating. There is almost no risk that 
operating costs will far exceed what he 
quotes. For $20 he will sell a three-year 
insurance policy guaranteeing his esti- 
mate within 10 percent. 

By rule of thumb, electric heating be- 
comes practical when electric rates for it 
are IV2 cents a kilowatt or lower. Many 
power companies now offer this special 
rate to electrically heated homes. But 
this doesn't tell the whole story. When a 
customer is put in this lower-rate bracket 
because he has electric heating, it means 
he also gets this lower rate for summer 
'air conditioning. The favored lower rate 
may also make it possible to enjoy the 
convenience of being extravagant in oth- 
"^er uses of electricity. 

He can economically use it to melt 
driveway ice and snow, to warm a green- 
I house or swimming pool, to keep a patio 
I comfortable on cool evenings or marginal 
days with infrared heat, or to enjoy the 
relaxation and health benefits of a sauna. 

In winter, an electric-heat consumer, 
with his favored rate, no longer need go 



around switching off lights in unoccupied 
rooms. If he wishes, he can have his en- 
tire house as completely lighted by night 
as by day. An electric bulb is a good 
converter of electricity into heat. Since 
he'd be heating anyway, the light is a 
free by-product. 

It's not all gravy. The cost of adapting 
a house for electric heat is another mat- 
ter. Few older houses are well enough 
insulated. For electric heat, typical in- 
sulation requirements are six inches in 
the roof, four inches in outside walls, and 
three inches in floors over unheated 
space. Storm sash or insulated glass is 
needed at all windows, storm doors at all 
outside entrances. 

Few older homes have adequate elec- 
tric service to handle heating. A 150- 
200-amp service, or more, is required. 
iJ-is means a new meter socket, heavier 
lead-in wires and conduit, and a new, 
bigger circuit-breaker box. Some utility 
companies offer a $150 wiring allowance 
to help defray such costs. 

By another rule of thumb, you can fig- 
ure it will cost about $1 per square foot 
of living space to convert to electric heat. 
A recently converted 2,800 square-foot 
house in Connecticut followed this rule 
almost exactly, with an expenditure of 
$2,880. Of this amount, $1,960 went for 
a 200-amp service, wiring, and heating 
units, $550 for added insulation, and

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How to Make an Arbor Press 

A luxury tool for the home shop? Not when you build one 
that makes extra use of a hydraulic auto jack 



By FRANK L. GREENWALD 



I n arbor press is one of 
those tools you're not sure you need— 
until you have one, and then you wonder 
how you managed without it. It's ideal 
for making light press fits, as when in- 
stalling bearings or bushings; for straight- 
ening bowed shafts, bolts, or pins; for 
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broaching small keyways through th 
centerholes in gears and pulleys; and foi 
light metalwork assemblies, such 
crimping lugs to clamp parts together. 

The rail-type work rest of the pres 
shown also lets you remove bearings b 
pushing them through; if you do an 
metal turning, this feature also make 
quick work of the installation and n 
moval of tapered arbors. And you don 

Continue 
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Avoid welding by cementing bar stock and angle into 
channel beams. Wipe surfaces with naphtha-wet rag, 
then butter bar with epoxy mix and press in place 
with slight gap between angles. Force gap shut. 



Insert corner bolts through pipe spacers to take 
clamping pressure and prevent distortion of frame. 
To locate holes in channel, use each drilled cross- 
piece as template, making pilot hole with Vs" bit. 
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Attach jack at top of frame so it can be easily re- 
moved. Method depends on jack base; most can be 
drilled and tapped. Here, two bolts anchor one end; 
single hook bolt passes through holes and into nut. 



Pressure plate covers patterned jack pad unsuited 
for pressing jobs, also provides means for attaching 
retracting springs. Tap inner holes for bolts through 
Z clips; backing off bolts lets you remove the plate.*' 




Work rest is assembled with bolts through pipe 
spacers that fit within channel frame. Outer holes 
are reamed to offer free fit for %" locating pins 
that pass through channel flanges to adjust height. 



Bar-stock scraps can bridge the gap in the work 
rest for jobs such as straightening arbors or shafts.'* 
A third scrap, held at right angles to pressure plate 
with fingers at start, exerts centered pressure. 



need a lot of accessories: Wrench sockets 
and scraps of bar stock serve as adapters. 

You'll think of additional uses once 
you work with the press. And the nice 
thing about building one around a de- 
tachable iy2-ton hydraulic auto jack is 
that you won't have a big investment tied 
up in an occasional-use tool. 

I made my frame from iy2"-by-lV2" 
angle iron, cemented (with epoxy) and 
bolted to avoid welding. If you own a 
welder, use it instead. The sketch and 
photos detail the construction. Invert 
the assembled frame and position the 
jack on the top rails so as to center its 
ram between the channel beams, in line 
with their center seams. Bolt it in place. 

To use the jack upside down, you'll 
need a simple reservoir mounted above 
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it. I used a V2-Pound coffee can; the 
kind with a plastic lid is best, since the 
lid is flexible enough to compensate for 
fluid-level changes without a vent hole.^ 
If you don't have the compression sleeve 
shown in the sketch, just solder a straight 
piece of tubing into the bottom of the 
can. Replace the filler plug of your jacK 
with a connector made to fit (see detail) 
Use the old gasket (or replace it if it's 
deteriorated) and save the plug for fu 
ture use. Connect the reservoir and the 
jack with a length of neoprene or plastic 
tubing (not natural rubber) ; if the tub- 
ing fits snugly, it needn't be clamped. 
Pour into the reservoir about four ounces 
of hydraulic, refrigerator, or light-bodiec 
motor oil. If necessary, work the pimip 
until air is replaced by oil. H!

'n a bitter-cold winter 
night, Jack Landry heard his wife say for 
the third time that week, "The garbage is 
overflowing, dear. Please take it out." 
He got up and got rid of the garbage.

to take out garbage and trash in cold 
weather. 

• Because he was fed up with cleaning 
up when stray dogs overturned his cans. 

• Because the local garbage and trash 
pickup service was inadequate. 

• Because, come spring, he no longer 
could burn accumulated house trash out- 
doors as a result of a stiff new antipollu- 
tion law passed by his town. 

News about these new smokeless and 
odorless household incinerators is particu- 
larly timely now because of a growing 
concern about air pollution. 

Many suburbs and cities— Cleveland, 
Detroit, Milwaukee, and Pittsburgh 
among them— have passed antipollution 
laws. At least eight states have also 
passed laws that ban burning that puts 
smoke and odors into the atmosphere. 
The new incinerators are generally per- 
mitted in communities with such laws, 
but you should check. 

What they are. The new incinerators, 
smaller than dishwashers and clothes dry- 
ers, will burn 75 to 80 percent of the trash 
and garbage ( wet or dry ) in the average 
home. You can dump in paper, bones, 
sweepings, wet and dry garbage, and it 
will all burn down to a fine white ash, 
without smoke or odors going up the 
chimney. By comparison, a household 
sink disposer gets rid of only about 15 
percent of household garbage. 

Glass and metal, of course, will not 
burn. That usually amoimts to not more 



than 20 or 25 percent of the average 
household's waste. 

Introduced some 10 years ago, the 
smokeless and odorless incinerators are 
now available in new models. 

How they work. Key to the no-smoke 
and odorless operation is a second stage— 
or afterburner. Old-style home incinera- 
tors came with only one burner and one 
combustion chamber. Inevitably some 
refuse was not fully burned and went up 
the chimney. 

A new unit bums its own smoke. That's 
where the afterburners come in. Any un- 
burned particles that get past the first 
set of flames are completely consumed by 
the afterburners. It's the same principle 
of 100-percent combustion used on big 
two-stage mxmicipal incinerators. 

The new incinerators will handle a load 
of garbage and trash of from 1^/4 to two 
bushels. Sizes average around 22 inches 
square— some are smaller— and from 30 
to 36 inches high. Like household water 
heaters and other gas appliances, they 
come with an automatic valve that turns 
off the gas if the pilot light goes out. 

Though they get hot, there's no dan- 
ger of a child or pet brushing against 
one and getting a skin burn; heavy jacket 
insulation is used. In addition, most mod- 
els have a door lock. This means that 
once the unit is turned on the door can't 
be opened until the load inside has 
burned. As for service and maintenance, 
virtually the only small chore required 
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An afterburner is the key to operation of new 
smokeless, odorless incinerators 

Place a lighted match in the smoke from a cigarette and you 
can see the principle of operation of the new incinerators. 
The rising smoke is burned by the match flame. In the same 
manner, smoke and odors from the primary combustion in an 
incinerator (see sketch at left) are burned in afterburner. 



is emptying the ash about once every 
week or two, depending on how often you 
use your unit. (Dump it in your garden; 
it's a fine mulch, ) 

The units operate on any kind of gas- 
manufactured, natural, or bottled. 

Prices. Average price is $165, accord- 
ing to a survey of the units sold by more 
than 40 gas utilities. Some come as low 
as $125; others are over $200, again de- 
pending on the size and model desired. 
Operating cost averages between $2 and 
$3 a month, based on once-a-day use. 

Sometimes the cost of installation is 
tossed in free; more often it will run 
about $20 to $35. That's the cost of the 
two hookups required, a line for the gas 
supply, and a vent to your chimney. 

You'll need a Class A or Class L chim- 
ney. You can hook in an incinerator 
even if your furnace and water heater are 
also connected to the same chimney. 
Most chimneys, particularly in the North 
and Midwest, are the tough, high heat- 
resistant Class A kind. That includes 
the insulated double-wall kind of pre- 
fabricated metal or ceramic. Chances are 
you have the right chimney if you have 
central heat or if you have a fireplace. 

There are also Class B chimneys, a 
lower-cost type found chiefly in the South 
and West. These won't take the heat of 
an incinerator unit. If you have one or 
no chimney at all, you'll need a new 
Class A vent. This usually can be pro- 
vided by a factory-built, double-wall, in- 



sulated chimney for $50 to $60 installed. 

The new incinerators are sold by such 
companies as Bastian-Morley, Calcina- 
tor, Dornbach, Locke Stove (Warm 
Morning), Majestic, Martin Stamping, 
E. L. Mustee (Duramatic), and mail- 
order houses like Sears, Roebuck. To 
be sure you get an approved smokeless 
and odorless model, look for the Blue 
Star emblem of the AGA ( American Gas 
Association) on the unit. HH

A GOOD WINTER CHORE: 

Repairing 

New line guides will work wonders on a 
favorite piece of equipment. Here's how 
to install them and make other repairs 



By A. J. HAND 



fter a few seasons of hard fishing a rod shows 
wear. Enamel chips off, guides get bent, corrosion 
freezes ferrules, windings come loose, the cork handle 
disintegrates. It's a good idea to check such things 
before you get a big one on— and he gets away be- 
cause your equipment wasn't up to snuff. 

First, the guides. Cheap guides are plated and 
plating may flake off in sharp little slivers that can 
knife your line. Guides made of soft metals wear 
from line friction— especially the tip guide. Worn 
guides are hard on lines; replace them. 

Replacements are sold singly or in sets. If you 
can't find one to match the others on the rod, use 
the closest match you can find. Or replace the whole 
set. And avoid the plated guides and those made of 
soft metal. Agate-lined guides wear best, but the 
agate may chip, leaving a sharp edge that can cut 
the line. Good all-metal guides are your safest buy. 
Even though you replace only one or two, it's best to 
rewind all the guides, and the ferrule, too.

easy. Start by using tape on one end of 
the guide, to hold it in position, and wrap 
the other end. Remove the tape and fin- 
ish winding. Then coat the thread with 
clear fingernail polish. This keeps the 
winding from raveling while you wrap 
the rest of the rod, stnd the nail polish 
seals the thread so it won't darken un- 
duly when you varnish the entire rod at 
the end of the job. 

If you have accidentally broken off the 
tip of a rod a few inches from the end, 
you can remount the tip guide by reduc- 
ing the rod's diameter. Spin the rod 
while pinching the tip between two pieces 
of sandpaper until the guide fits. Cement 
it in place and wrap it. 

If a ferrule won't come apart, heat it 
gently and then pull with a twisting ac- 



tion. If it still won't separate, heat it 
enough to soften the cement holding it to 
the rod's sections; then remove and re- 
place it. Wrap the first V2" of the new 
ferrule, and wind on down the rod about 
IV2". Keep the new ferrule lightly 
greased and it won't freeze on. 

To replace worn or missing rings in 
the cork handle, use large bottle stop- 
pers. If a ring to be replaced is at the 
butt of the handle, drill a hole through 
the cork to fit the rod and cement the 
new piece in place with ferrule cement. 
Rasp \o size and sand smooth. If the ring 
is in the middle of the handle, cut the 
replacement ring in half and cement it 
back together around the rod.

You can detect, prevent, and 
correct PCV troubles quickly— 
if you know your system 

Getting poor gas mileage, burning oil, 
stalling frequently, idling rough? If 
you're driving a '63 model or later, your 
troubles could be due to a malfunction- 
ing intake-manifold, vacuum-type, crank- 
case-ventilating system, the technical

term for what is often called PCV— posi- 
tive crankcase ventilation. 

Why is crankcase ventilation nec- 
essary? Just as the upward motion of 
the pistons serves to compress the air- 
fuel mixture, the downward motion tends 
to compress the air in the crankcase. 
Neither pressure nor vacuum is desir- 
able in the crankcase. Pressure in the 
crankcase can lead to complaints of oil 

Continticd 
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burning, since it forces oil past the crank- 
shaft oil seals and up the dipstick tube. 

Crankcase ventilation is also necessary 
to help remove harmful elements from 
the area. It's virtually impossible to keep 
water out of the crankcase. Drops of 
gasoline also seep into the crankcase, 
especially during choke-starting and 
warm-up. Some combustion gases blow 
past the piston rings into the crankcase. 

Methods of ventilation. On most pre- 
1960 engines, crankcase ventilation was 
accomplished by air entering through the 
filtering material in the oil-filler-hole cap. 
The air circulates inside the crankcase, 
exhausts through a road-draft tube. 

The road-draft-tube system works only 
when the vehicle is in forward motion at 
speeds above about 20 m.p.h. because air 
enters and leaves only by the vacuum 
formed at the mouth of the tube as air 
rushes past it. 

Smog control. Car engines contribute 
to air pollution. About one-third of all 
pollutants blamed on engines without 
PCV are emitted from the crankcase. For 
1963 models and later, the road-draft- 




PCV valve is closed at high vacuum— but some gas 
flow is permitted even when the valve is in the 
closed position. Carburetors are calibrated to tol- 
erate this level of mixing, but a faulty valve can 
ruin your engine's performance. The PCV valve 
should be cleaned at regular intervals. 

Under low-vacuum conditions, the PCV valve is fully 
open and permits maximum flow of gas. Note the 
machined shoulders on the valve-housing ends. 
Hose-retaining clamps are positioned inboard of 
the shoulder to assure leakproof connections. 



tube system was abolished nationally. On 
PCV-equipped cars, the fumes are routed 
back through the engine's cylinders for 
rebuming. 

While many modifications exist, only 
two basic PCV systems are used: the 
open system and the closed system. 

In open PCV, a hose connects the 
crankcase to the intake manifold. A valve 
controls the flow of vapors into the mani- 
fold. On some installations, there is no 
valve. Instead, a metering hole in the 
filler-hole cap controls the flow rate. 

In open systems, excessive fumes can 
blow back to the atmosphere through the 
filler-hole cap. Consequently, the system 
is not 100-percent effective. 

In closed PCV, the same type of hose 
connects the crankcase to the manifold. 
The oil-filler-hole cap is sealed. A second 
hose connects the crankcase to the engine 
air cleaner. Excessive fumes in this sys- 
tem are routed through the air-cleaner 
circuit, rather than to the atmosphere. 
This system, therefore, is fully effective. 

The PCV valve can be one of three 
types: orifice, constant action, or dual 
action. The dual-action valve, introduced 
by AC Spark Plug Division in 1962, is in 
limited use. The most popular valve is 
the constant-action type. The orifice 
valve is practically out of production. 

Valves are used to control the flow 
rate into the intake manifold, air cleaner, 
or base of the carburetor, depending up- 
on design. One popular V-8 engine has a 
flow rate of 1.5-4 cubic feet per minute. 
Too slow a flow rate doesn't provide ade- 
quate ventilation. Too fast a rate ad- 
versely affects oil oxidation within the 
engine. PCV flow and carburetor cali- 
bration go hand in hand. Any alteration 
of the PCV upsets carburetion and leads 
to poor gas mileage and rough idling. 

On models built prior to two 1964s 
(Lincoln and Thunderbird) , a typical 
control-valve assembly consists of a 
spring-loaded valve in a housing designed 
to permit easy attachment of hoses and/ 
or manifold, air cleaner, or carburetor 
base below the throttle valve (s). PCV 
valve movement is controlled by interac- 
tion of spring tension and engine vacuum. 

Early PCV valves incorporate two un- 
desirable features: the spring does not 
rub the housing wall to keep the valve 
clean, and the valve has a drilled orifice

Refit the PCV filter It 
it usually held in position by a 
tpaclal PCV hose clamp. 
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PCV hose cleaning is very important. Soak the hose 
in kerosene to remove soft deposits. Blow or wipe 
it dry. Hardened deposits are difficult to remove 
and often flake off, clogging the PCV valve and 
shutting off crankcase ventilation completely. Route 
the replacement hose to avoid low spots. 
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Connection between the PCV valve and the hose is 
a simple spring-type clamp. Use pliers to spread 
the clamp and free the hose for removal. Install the 
hose and fit the clamp inboard of the valve shoulder. 




PCV valve is often press-fitted into the rocker cover. 
To remove the valve assembly, pull and work the 
hose until the valve is free. To refit, a light coating 
of silicone grease is helpful. 




Most service stations have testers to check the 
condition of your PCV system and valve. The tester 
is simple to use, but it's not a practical tool for the 
average car owner to buy. A popular tester is color- 
calibrated for quick and easy reading. 
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to offer metering when the valve is closed. 
These valves clog easily. 

On later constant-action valves, in ;. 
common use since the 1965 model year, 
the spring does "scrub" the walls clean 
and the valve has no drilled orifice. 
These valves can go many thousands of 
miles without clogging. 

Operational check out. Start the engine 
and let it idle. Remove the oil-filler cap. 
Hold a piece of stiff paper (an ordinary 
enveloF)e works fine) over the hole about 
V4 inch away from the surface. If the 
system is working, the paper will be 
sucked against the hole within 10 sec- * 
onds after the engine is started. 

Most service stations are equipped 
with a PCV tester. A popular tester ^ 
shows air flow through the system in 
terms of color calibration. Green indi- 
cates a good system, red a clogged sys- 
tem. Partially clogged systems show up 
as green and yellow, straight yellow, or 
yellow and red. A test is usually free 
when performed as part of a tune-up, but ^ 
costs a couple of dollars when performed 
alone. 1 

Service. Not all PCV valves can or 
should be cleaned. If the valve assembly 
can be taken apart, it's okay to clean the 
valve. If the assembly cannot be taken 
apart, the valve should be replaced once 
a year. A new one costs about two dollars. 

Soak parts in kerosene, then dry with 4 
a lintfree cloth or compressed air. Check 
the hose(s) for possible cracks. Use oil- 
resistant hose for replacement. 

On those cleanable PCV valves that 
incorporate a drilled orifice, use a small 
wire to make sure the orifice is clean. 
Do not enlarge the orifice, since this is a - 
metering device. 

PCV systems that are connected to the 
carburetor base or adapter under the base 
often suffer from clogging of the drilled, 
passage in the base or adapter. Manu- 
facturers recommend removing the car- ' 
buretor and adapter (if used) so that it^ 
can be soaked in solvent to clean out the 
passage. This is good advice, but you 
can clean the passage without removal of 
the component. To do this, squirt a sol- 
vent such as Gum-Out into the passage 
to loosen the clogging accumulation. 
Then use a pipe cleaner (the kind you 
use on your old briar) to thoroughly 
clean out the passage. BQ]

■ ou can become a competent sail- 
boat sailor in 30 days or less— assuming 
that you're willing and able to spend a j^ 
good part of your free time aboard your 
boat during that period. 

Selecting your boat is of first imp)or- 
tance. The main things to keep in mind 
are the size of your pocketbook, the in- 
tended use of the boat, and the kind of 
water you'll be sailing in. As a novice, ^ 
you'll probably choose a boat less than 
20 feet long. If you're thinking about 
family recreation, you'll want a boat de- 
signed for day sailing. But this doesn't 
rule out racing. Many boats can be used

^Bwning your first powerboat is some- 
thing like becoming a father for the first 
time. Like the newborn infant, the rig 
you select is receiving expert care when 
you first view your prize from a safe 
distance in the showroom. 

Then suddenly the entire responsibili- 
ty shifts to you— when the nurse hands 
you the baby or when the marine dealer 
drops the ignition key in your hand. 

The cure for new-boat jitters: Get as 
well prepared as you can to keep your 
sense of humor. Also, remember that the 
new boat, motor, and trailer, like the new 
baby, are designed to withstand a certain 
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amount of inexperience and ineptitude. 

The first step is to see that you have a 
suitable place to store your boat per- 
manently. It may be in half of your 
garage, at your summer cottage, at your 
marine dealer's if he offers winter stor- 
age, or in a year-round marina. 

No matter where you live, your new 
powerboat will have to be registered and 
numbered if it's propelled by 10 horse- 
power or more. If you use less than 10, i 
you may not have to number your boat. 
Your dealer will be able to advise you 
on this. 

If you have to register, you'll receive 
a summary of boating laws in effect. 
Read it and keep it. Ignorance of the I 
law is no defense. i

without alteration for both kinds of fun. 

What about the waters you'll sail in? 
A boat that's fine for a small Midwestern 
lake may not be the type you need for 
San Francisco Bay. It's best to talk to a 
local skipper. He can tell you what kinds 
of boats are suitable for nearby waters. 

Once you've picked your boat, equip it 
properly. These are the essentials: a 
pump or bailer, tools ( pliers and a screw- 
driver at least), anchor (and line) of the 
right size and weight for your boat, 50 
feet of multipurpose line, a hand light, 
life jackets for each person aboard, pad- 
dle, compass, bucket and sponge, whistle 
or horn, and a first-aid kit. 

You may also want to consider some 
of this additional equipment: boat hook, 
fenders, binoculars, small outboard mo- 
tor, foul-weather gear, flare gun, portable 
radio, and spare parts such as shackles, 
tape, and cotter pins. 

I'd also recommend a trailer. Most 



sailboats under 20 feet don't have keels. 
Instead they have centerboards or bilge- 
boards that can be raised, msiking the 
craft easily trailerable. The mast is car- 
ried on top of the boat in brackets or 
yokes at the bow and stem. 

The advantages of trailering a sail- 
boat are pretty obvious. It's more fun 
to go sailing in a variety of waters. You 
don't need dock space, which in most 
places is hard to come by and expensive. 
And a back-yard berth makes it easier 
for you to keep your boat shipshape. 

Once you've bought your sailboat, your 
first task will be to assemble, or rig, it. 
Most small boats come with rigging in- 
structions, but they're usually written in 
the jargon of sailing. However, as a rule, 
the instructions are accompanied by dia- 
grams explaining the boat's components. 
After a short study, you'll begin to under- 
stand the terms used.

How to take advantage 
of the wind in sailing 

The diraction in which you 
point your boat in relation to 
the wind is your "angle of 
sail." The main angles are: 
close hauled, close reach.

The wind should strike the 
sail at luff and thrust off at 
leach (middle drawing). How 
far tiM sail should t>e in or 
out— trimmed— is determined 
by watching the luff. Draw- 
ing at bottom left shows how 
a sail reacts to wind. Direct- 
ly below are shown some of 
the accessories you need for 
successful sailboating.

The fun of sailing is yours with 

strands that hold the mast in place are 
called the standing rigging. The ropes 
(or lines) that control the sails are called 
running rigging. You'll soon become fa- 
miliar with other terms, too. And as 
soon as possible, either through reading 
or instruction, you'll want to learn how 
the mast and rigging can be tuned to give 
your boat maximum performance. 

Now let's go sailing. Many people have 
taught themselves to sail. But I recom- 
mend starting out with a sailing instruc- 
tor. Let him teach you the basics. Your 
knowledge will grow quickly in just half 
an hour. And you'll be amazed at the 
proficiency you can acquire in only a 
few hours of sailing imder the guidance 
of a veteran skipper. 

I think it's also a good idea to read 
about sailing. A list of ssiiling books 
can be obtained by writing to the Ameri- 
can Sailing Council, 420 Lexington Ave., 
NYC 10017. 

All sailboats have one thing in com- 
mon: They're powered by the wind. The 
wind comes from many different direc- 
tions, so a sailor must know how to set 
his sails for the direction in which he

have to be licensed by the same state 
agency that issues your auto tags. A few 
states, including Oklahoma, Tennessee, 
Kentucky, and North Dakota, don't re- 
quire a license for your boat trailer. 
Don't overlook the important factor of 
brakes for your boat trailer. Most 
states require that your trailer be 
equipped with its own brakes if the gross 
load (trailer, boat, motor) exceeds cer- 
tain limits. The limits vary from state 
to state, as do requirements concerning 
safety chains and lights. Ask your dealer. 

One of the best things the new boater 
has going for him is the excellent war- 
ranty on most marine equipment. 

Owner's guides are invaluable. If you 
want to take a lot of kinks out of your 
first 30 days of boating, read yours from 
cover to cover. 

Here are a few other matters you 
should attend to: 

• Discuss insurance requirements with 



your agent. You'll want to consider cov- 
erage for damage and theft, as well as 
liability insurance to cover property 
damage and personal injury to others. 
The inherent safety of boating is reflect- 
ed in the low premium rates for liability 
insurance. It pays to talk to the agent 
who wrote your home-owner's policy; its 
coverage may extend to your boat. 

• Before your boat is delivered, find 
out what size trailer-hitch ball you'll need 
for your car and have it installed. At 
the same time, get your car wired so 
you can plug your trailer lights into 
your car's electrical system. 

• Break in your engine according to 
manufacturer's recommendations. 

• Take pictures of your rig. They're 
fun, and a real help to police in identi- 
fying your boat if it's stolen. 

• Purchase whatever safety equipment 
is required in your state, such as a fire 
extinguisher and buoyant boat cushions. 
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the right boat, right equipment, and some technical knowledge 



wants to go. The wind, by hitting the 
sail, makes the boat move. But what 
most people don't realize is that it also 
creates a vacuum on the other side of the 
sail, which increases the net force push- 
ing the boat along. 

The direction in which you point the 
boat in relation to the wind is called 
angle of sail (see drawing at left) . 

You cannot sail directly into the wind. 
If your course is upwind, you move ahead 
by making a series of tacks. The boat 
will sail about 45 degrees off the wind. 
So you get to your windward destina- 
tion by zigzagging at 45-degree angles. 

, Let's take another element of sailing— 
positioning the sail. You don't position 
or trim the sail so the wind hits it square- 
ly. The wind should strike it at the luff 
and thrust off at the leach ( a look at the 
drawing will clarify this) . 

How far the sail should be in or out- 
trimmed— is determined by watching the 

' luff. Let the sail out until you see the 
luff flutter. Then pull it in slightly until 
the fluttering stops. The sail is then 
trimmed for the particular direction in 
which the boat is pointed. 



You can move in a complete circle 
with the wind coming in the same direc- 
tion by changing the trim of the sail con- 
tinuously as you turn the boat. 

There are many other things to be 
learned: jibing, or changing tacks when 
sailing downwind; reefing, or reducing 
the sail area when the wind gets too 
strong; using a spinnaker; docking; moor- 
ing; anchoring; weather-watching. And 
for the advanced skipper— racing. 

You'll learn that, under the rules of 
the road, sailboats have the right of way. 
But not all powerboat operators know 
these rules. So you'll learn to be flexible. 

The wind will make your boat go, but 
the wind changes speed and direction 
often enough to keep you from develop- 
ing complacency or a know-it-all atti- 
tude. You'll catch on fast, once you're 
under sail. 

All of this is the challenge of sailing. 
You'll undoubtedly discover great satis- 
faction before 30 days have passed. And 
chances are that, by the end of the month, 
you'll be well on your way to becoming 
a seasoned salt. And may all your winds 
be favorable ones* DH

• If you have an electric-starting mo- 
tor, record the key number in your own- 
er's guide. If your key is lost, you'll be 
able to get a replacement faster by re- 
ferring to the key number. 

• Take your trailer to a vacant lot 
and practice backing it. The rule is: 
Turn the wheel of your car left to make 
the trailer go right, and vice versa. 

• When you're a whiz at backing a 
rig, apply the same diligence to learning 
to dock your boat properly. < Hang fend- 
ers over the gunwale to protect your boat 
if the dock isn't well padded. ) 

• Enroll in a class on handling small 
boats. The U.S. Power Squadrons, Coast 
Guard Auxiliaries, and others offer such 
courses on land and at sea. 

Start slowly. Save the overnight cruises 
for later, when you're at home with your 
rig. And keep things in perspective; 
you'll master the new-boat jitters after a 
few outings, as millions have. DE 
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Powerboat handling— 
trailering to docking 

Trailering a powerboat takes 
practice— do it in a vacant 
lot before backing down a 
ramp into the water. You may 
need a registration number 
for both your boat and motor. 
Read your warranty, and go 
through your boat's manual 
thoroughly to take a lot of 
kinks out of your first 30 
days. It tells you in simple 
language what you need to 
know. Be sure to see your in- 
surance agent about boat 
coverage. The sequence of 
drawings below shows you the 
proper procedure for docking.

I bout to get started in boating, but 
have some unanswered questions? Step 
right up and ask 'em! 

Don't be afraid of being branded a 
neophyte. The more a man learns about 
boating, the more questions he knows 
how to ask. Friends, even strangers, who 
own boats will be glad to help you find 
the answers you need. Dealers and manu- 
facturers of boats and equipment are also 
happy to share their knowledge. PS can 
help, too. Our experience indicates that 
your questions will include at least half 
of these: 

QHow do I know whether I would prefer 
power or sail? 

JA This is like asking yourself whether 
you prefer blondes or brunettes. You 
just know. Poke around a boatyard a few 
times and you'll find that one type of 
boat, and probably one specific boat, will 
talk to you. Of course, boats offer you 
one big advantage over blondes and bru- 
nettes: It's quite all right for you to 
have both a power boat and a sailboat! 

OWhat size should I think of when I 
buy my first boat? 

M Don't be afraid to start small. My 
^ first boat was a 16-foot canoe, and I 
wouldn't have missed it for the world. 
Boating pleasure does not necessarily 
increase in direct proportion to the length 
of the hull. I always recommend buying 
the boat you can comfortably afford. That 
way, boating can continue to be pure fun. 

Ol've been trying to decide whether to 
buy a riding horse or a boat. People 
tell me the waters are getting crowded. 
Is there still any room to get away 
from people with a boat? 

A Lots of it. So much, you'll do well 
•* to learn a little navigation to avoid 
getting lost. For real solitude, better 
settle for the boat. Whoever heard of 
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Q Which is best for you— a new boat or 
a good used one? 

ff Suit your psyche. A good used boat 
is often every bit as satisfactory as a 
new one. In fact, some used boats are 
better than new since they come with 
handy equipment already installed. And ' 
buying an "experienced" boat is a good 
way to get started in boating with a ^ 
smaller investment. 

QDoes a boat hold its value well, or will 
the new boat I buy be worth little or 
nothing a couple of years from now? 

JB Well-tended boats hold their value 
well. They'll sell for less than a new 
one, of course, but a boat of known and ' 
recognized quality, which has had good , 
care, will be a very saleable item when 
you want to trade up. 

OOkay, then, how do I select a really 
good used boat? 

jA Simple. Select a good dealer. Then 
take his advice. He'll want you a 
satisfied and happy customer— a repeat 
customer. The best boating investment 
you can make is to invest in the experi- 
ence of a knowledgeable boat dealer. 

Qls boating only for the rich? What does 
it cost to get started? 

j« In spite of inflation, the answer I 
gave to this same question back in 
1963 is still true. There are about eight 
million boats in the country, and there 
aren't that many rich men. You can ge 
into boating for any figure from $50 up 



QBe specific. What kind of boat car 
you get for $50; and how much is < 
stern-drive or outboard runabout? 

A You can still get a good secondhan< 
canoe or skiff for $50. For a hundret 
or two, you can get a small sailing craff 
For a thousand to $1,500 you can bu 
a 14- to 16-foot runabout with a motor c 
moderate horsepower. For an 18- to 2(

foot family boat with a big outboard 
motor or adequate stern-drive power, 
you're talking about anywhere from 
$3,500 to $5,000. 

OWood, aluminum, or fiberglass? Which 
should I buy? 

A The big swing is unquestionably to 
fiberglass in runabouts, and to alum- 
inum in fishing boats. The obvious ad- 
vantage everyone is seeking: less main- 
tenance. But buy what appeals to you. 
Part of the pleasure of boating is esthetic. 
I have owned a succession of wooden 
boats, and have found it not at all diffi- 
cult—even fun— to supply the occasional 
coat of paint they need. 

Q Another question of choice: Inboard? 
Outboard? Or stern drive? 

A Here again, there are strong trends. 
^ There is a big trend toward the stern 
drive in runabouts from 15 through 25 
feet. But at the same time, the number 
of new outboard motors continues high. 
Though the big boats— 30 feet and over- 
continue to be straight inboards, the in- 
board engine coupled to a stem-drive 
unit has fulfilled its promise, providing 
the advantages of inboard power with 
those of maneuverable, outboard stern 
propulsion. For fishermen, of course, 
nothing can challenge the outboard. And 
if you wish to update your boat or motor 
frequently, the big and lively outboards 
are the answer. 

Q Would you recommend buying a trailer 
for the boat, too? 

A Yes. You'll want to sample water 
in several locations. A trailer is a 
boatman's magic carpet. Get one, and 
make sure it's plenty large enough to 
haul your boat and all the miscellaneous 
gear you'll put in her. 

OHow about the new dry marinas? Are 
they worth using? 

If there is one near you, use it. In 
these installations, your boat is stored 



inside a building on a cradle, or perhaps 
on its own trailer. And it's put in and 
out of the water for you mechanically 
whenever you wish to use it. They are 
very popular in Florida, and are spread- 
ing across the country. 

0 There are lots of new hull shapes. Any 
advice on that? 

it Yes, indeed. I personally like either 
a classic round-chine hull, a good 
deep-V, or one of the large family of new 
multikeel hull designs. 

Ql'm strictly a landlubber. Where can 
I learn boat-handling skills? 

ii No trouble. First, ask your dealer 
to give you a few tips and a little 
on-the-water instruction. Next, spend as 
much time as you can reading magazine 
articles and books on seamanship tech- 
niques. Join your local Power Squadron 
and take the seamanship course. Go 
down to the harbor and watch the ex- 
perts handle their boats. And practice, 
practice, practice. 

Ols boating really as much fun as boat- 
men make it sound? 

il Even more. And it's one of the few 

sports you can enjoy with your fam- 
ily. Not only that, you can enjoy boating 
along with other hobbies— swimming, 
camping, photography, and for weekend 
mechanics and craftsmen, maintenance 
is fun. Take a look at "26 Ways To 
Have Fun Afloat" a few pages further on. 

QBut I live in dry country. Water is a 
long way away. Is there any sense in 
my owning a boat? 

A You bet! Water is never that far 
away. I once had a friend who lived 
in arid West Texas. 'T live right in the 
heart of the lakes country," he'd say. 
"There is one lake just 400 miles to the 
north, another 600 m-les south, and over 
to the east . . ." So no matter where you 
live, get a boat and head fo:- water. I'll 
guarantee you'll be glad you did. 
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Observing nautical Rules of the Road would have 
averted this tragic and almost unbelievable colli-

'hy boatmen should observe the 
nautical Rules of the Road is emphasized 
by the photo above. The law requires 
obeying the Rules— but your life, and the 
lives of others, are more basic reasons. 

The U.S. Coast Guard devotes three 
whole booklets totaling 248 pages to de- 
scribing the Rules. But they boil down 
to a few simple procedures that become 
second nature to a pleasure-boat skipper. 
Learning them is made easy by a "Rules- 
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of-the-Road Reminder" for your chart 
table, reproduced here in assemble-it- 
yourself form. (A ready-made manu- 
factured version is available, for $1 post- 
paid, from The Pilot House, P.O. Box 
561, South Norwalk, Conn. 06856.) 

Under the Rules, boats approaching 
a potentially dangerous confrontation are 
either "privileged" or "burdened." 

If you are "privileged" you have what 
a landlubber would call the right of way. 
But you also incur the obligation to hold 
your course and speed, to relieve the

Gus shrugged. "There's a lot of con- 
fusion about loose ball joints. Some 
shops take advantage of it. My twin-post 
hoist is free, so let's find out." 

Driving the Pontiac on it, Gus supH 
ported both the lower control arms just 
outboard of the coil-spring seats. 

"This is the only time you'll see any 
looseness in lower ball joints," he told 
Lessing. "On the road, spring pressure 
and car weight holds the ball firm. Here's 
what they probably showed your wife." 

He grasped the wheel at top and bot- 
tom and rocked it across its diameter. 

"There's less than a quarter-inch of 
play, so it's within max radial tolerance. 
But we have to check something else." 

Going to the tool bin, Gus brought 
back a dial indicator, plunger extension, 
and clamp. He set up the instrument on 
the steering arm, between the backing 
plate and tie-rod connection. The plunger 
extension bore against the underside of 
the control arm, near the center of the 
ball joint. With a heavy screwdriver 
under a backing-plate bolt, he pried 
straight up.

"There's 40 thousandths' play," he 
said. "When it gets to 50 on this car, it's 
time to replace the lower joints." 

The other wheel gave a similar reading.

"The upper ball joints should be re- 
placed if they show any looseness," said 
Gus. "But the lower ones are compres- 
sion joints, safe within the specified 
clearance. Since 1963 a lot of lower ball 
joints were mistakenly condemned by 
state inspection stations and mechanics. 
Thousands of good ones were scrapped. 

"Many returned imder warranty 
checked out well within the safe clear- 
ance. On later models some car makers 
reduced that clearance— Cadillac cut it 



to 20 thousandths— to end such misunder- 
standing." 

"I hope you're saying it won't cost 
$90," put in Peter Lessing. 

"Not for new ball joints," said Gus 
with a grin. "Wheel bearings are okay, 
control arms tight. Springs don't seem ^ 
soft. I'll balance and align the wheels.

Use a threaded tubular nut from an old 
spark-plug terminal as an easy way to make 
a stop or retainer for choke or heater cables.

other skipper of trying to guess what you left side (port to port) 



will do next. 

If you are "burdened," you do not 
have the right of way. More bluntly, 
you have the obligation to stay out of 
the way of the privileged boat. How you 
do it is up to you; you may slow down, 
stop, change course, or reverse. 

Once you determine whether you are 
privileged or burdened, the rest is easy 
and safe. Here is the way: 

Using the "Reminder." In the large 
multicolored diagram, your boat is at 
the center. The red sector is your danger 
zone. Any boat approaching within it is 
privileged with respect to you. You 
must keep out of his way. He must 
maintain his course and speed to help 
you do it. If you both obey this rule, 
the two boats cannot reach the same 
place at the same time and collide. 

You are privileged over boats ap- 
proaching from all other points of the 
compass— the green and blue sectors. 
They must keep out of your way. 

TTie red sector extends from dead 
ahead to two points abaft the starboard 
beam, an old salt would say— or 112V^ 
degrees clockwise. The green one goes 
equally far the other way. The blue one 
astern covers 12 points or 135 degrees, 
(There are 32 points to a circle, eight to 
a right angle; one point is 11^4 degrees,) 

Who is privileged and who is burdened 
should now be clear. The next thing is 
what to do about it when you are actual- 
ly at the wheel. A boat's horn or whistle 
now comes into the act. 

Using the horn is restricted by law to 
certain definite signals, for equally defi- 
nite situations. It is never used to toot 
"hello," or— as an auto horn may be— to 
tell the fellow ahead to step on it. 

Horn signaling. When a boat ap- 
proaches in either the red or green sec- 
tor, the signal is one blast. The other 
boat replies with one blast. Then both 
maneuver as already described. 

Suppose a boat approaches almost 
head-on, in the yellow segment that over- 
laps red and green by about a point. (At 
night, you would see both her running 
lights, red and green.) Normally the 
signal is one blast. Each boat swings 
to its right, and they pass left side to 



But if the on- 
coming boat already is so far to your 
right that it would be safer to pass right 
side to right side (starboard to star- 
board), the signal is two blasts. Each 
boat swings to its left to clear safely. 

In every case, exchanging signals as- 
sures each skipper that the other knows 
and will follow the Rules. Either boat 
may blow first; there is no advantage in 
beating the other fellow to the horn. 

No "cross" signals. Note an important 
point in "homology": You never argue 
with the other fellow by answering one 
blast with two, or two with one. These 
"cross" signals are taboo. Instead, if 
either boat believes a proposed maneuver 
unsafe or is in doubt about signals, it 
blows the danger signal. This is a series 
of short blasts (five or more on the high 
seas and the Great Lakes; at least four 
in other waters) . Both boats immediate- 
ly stop. They proceed only when proper 
signals have been repeated, understood, 
and agreed upon. 

When a boat overtaking you (in the 
blue sector astern) must pass close by 
to get ahead, it requests your permission 
with its whistle. One blast means 
wants to pass on your right side; 
blasts, on your left side. If you consi 
the maneuver safe, you repeat the sign 
and the other fellow shovels on the coal. 
If you don't think it safe, you blow the 
danger signal— and the fellow astern 
must stay there until you tell him he can 
safely pass. 

Naturally if you must ever depart from 
these Rules to avert a collision— which, 
after all, is their primary purpose— they 
are not inflexible. So in effect says the 
Coast Guard's common-sense Rule No. 
27, its "General Prudential Rule." 

Believe it or not, you have now ab- 
sorbed the gist of three Coast Guard 
booklets. But you have only their gist; 
it will be well worth your while to get 
and read the one that applies to your 
boating area. They are "Rules of the 
Road: International-Inland (CG-169); 
Great Lakes (CG-172); Western Rivers 
(CG-184)." All are free from any Coast 
Guard District Office or from the Com- 
mandant (CHS), Coast Guard Head- 
quarters, Washington, D.C. 20591. UB

We could find no relation between type 
of circuitry and performance. The same 
holds true for workmanship. 

By and large, every color TV we tested 
was well built of good quality compo- 
nents. In some, however, the high scorers 
in this category, the manufacturer has 
taken extra care with small details. 

What about X-ray danger? Theoretical- 
ly, X rays can be emitted whenever a 
beam of electrons, set in motion by a 
voltage somewhat over 20,000 volts IDC, 
strikes a suitable metal surface. This 
situation exists inside the voltage-regula- 
tor tube that is part of the high-voltage 
power-supply circuitry of many of the 
sets we tested. 

In most sets using this tube, metal 
chassis components that surround the 
tube, backed up by the set's cabinet, pro- 
vide adequate shielding and prevent most 
X radiation from leaving the set. How- 
ever, as has been widely publicized in 
recent months, a few brands have "leaky" 
shielding, and do in fact emit X rays 
(usually to the sides, bottom, or rear of 
the set) at levels exceeding the suggest- 
ed maximum established by the National 
Council for Radiation Protection and 
Measurement. 

We did not include an X-ray-emission- 
level category in our test report, since, 
as this is written, various government- 
sponsored studies are under way to clar- 
ify the situation and more precisely de- 
fine the hazards involved. 

The information we have is best 
summed up in this quote from a report 
by the Public Health Service (U.S. De- 
partment of Health, Education, and Wel- 
fare) : 

. . Surgeon General William H. 
Stewart emphasized that the potential 
biological damage is quite low and ad- 
vised that even this potential could be 
minimized by operating the set within 
power limits which would not increase 
X-ray emissions; having the set serviced 
only by authorized repair personnel with 
adequate equipment to check power 
level; maintaining viewing distance of 
about 6-10 feet in front of a color televi- 
sion set; and avoiding any prolonged ex- 
posure in the rear and side areas of a 
color set" OLE

senger compartment combine to produce 
a spartan look. Next, exterior styling. 
It's great, if you think of it as being 
built on the Valiant underbody. But it 
looks tall and funny next to a Camaro, 
and its overall appearance can hardly be 
called contemporary. Nobody gave it a 
second glance, while the Javelin attracted 
all kinds of attention. More problems: 

• Forward mounting of rear seat steals 
leg room (but even head room is scarce) . 

• Turn signal lacks a lane-change de- 
vice. 

• Steering wheel has waxy feel, like 
other '68 Plymouths. 

• Seat-back lock inconveniently placed 
at bottom of front seat. 

Javelin's worst feature was the remark- 
ably high noise level at cruising speeds- 
traced to a nonstandard final-drive ratio. 
Javelin also has the same parking-brake 
problem that annoyed us in the Camaro 
(Mustang and Barracuda have umbrella- 
handle parking brakes) . Another glaring 
fault is the lack of an integrated interior 
style. Seats, door panels, instruments, 
console, carpet, glove box— all are very 
well designed and made, but each has its 
own style and finish; they look as if they 
belong in different cars. Further com- 
plaints: 

• Door locks are difficult to operate. 
Design seems okay but locks sometimes 
stick. 

• Window-crank knobs are too small 
to grip firmly. 

• Trunk is just too small to be of much 
use; it holds one suitcase only after much 
cramming. 

• Seat belts make backrest adjustment 
difficult. 

CONCLUSIONS 

Dunne: I think the Mustang has the 
best combination of performance, style, 
ride, and handling. I'm impressed with 
the quality of the test car, and if they're 
all like that, Mustangs should have an- 
other successful year. 

Norbye: The Camaro suits me bet- 
ter. For all-around use, its handling is 
adequate. The ride is excellent, and the 
car is quiet and comfortable. As for per- 
formance, it does whatever j'ou want 
without apparent effort. DH

Engineering Masterpieces . . . Your Feet

Painful heel problems. These are com- 
mon among policemen and others whose 
jobs require much standing or walking. 
Dr. Paul W. Lapidus of New York, an 
orthopedist, reports that patients respond 
readily to medical treatment. 

Bunions. This is bursitis of the big 
toe, caused by tight shoes that press on 
the toe joint and the bursa, a little fluid- 
filled sac in the joint. The joint becomes 
inflamed— and the metatarsal bone be- 
comes misshapen. "Bunion-last" shoes, 
made wide through the forefront section, 
may help. Surgery is sometimes required. 

Hammer toe. Also called claw toe, this 
is another deformity that can be caused 
by poorly fitted shoes. It leads to un- 
due pressure and corn formation. While 
severe cases may require surgical correc- 
tion, conservative treatment— which in- 
cludes use of corn plasters, new and 
well-fitted shoes, and toe-stretching— 
often offers relief. 

Plantar warts. These common warts 
that develop on the soles of the feet and 
then are flattened by pressure can be 
exquisitely tender. Sometimes they yield 
to medication. Recently, Dr. Bernard E. 
Tropp, a Newark, N.J., Health Depart- 
ment podiatrist, has reported promising 
results with ultrasonic waves in elimi- 
nating plantar warts. 

Athlete's foot. Much that passes for 
athlete's foot really isn't. Real athlete's 
foot is a fungus infection called tinea 
pedis and ringworm. It often can be 
licked with a special antifimgal antibiotic. 

In many cases of athlete's foot, mois- 
ture from excessive sweating and the 
maceration of the skin it produces may 
be more important sources of inflamma- 
tion than funguses. To combat the mois- 
ture and maceration problem, doctors 
prescribe thorough drying between the 
toes after bathing, rubbing away of the 
macerated skin, and routine use of a 
drying powder (either zinc stearate or 
a combination of zinc stearate and zinc 
oxide with talc) . 

Allergic reactions to shoe materials 
can cause what seems to be athlete's foot. 
Nonallergic shoes may clear this up. 

Chronic corns. Friction and pressure 
cause a corn to develop. Com plasters 
may provide some relief— and, if the fric-

tion and pressure came from badly fitted 
shoes, a change of shoes may solve the 
problem. 

But in many cases of recurring corns, 
the cause is a bone deformity— a bony 
growth that produces trouble by rubbing 
against the underside of the skin during 
walking. 

Dr. Milton Roven, a podiatrist at 
Linden General Hospital, Brooklyn, N.Y., 
reports a simple surgical procedure to 
correct the bone deformity. It involves 
making a small incision near the bony 
growth, inserting a tiny rasp, and literal- 
ly filing away the offending bone. The 
procedure can be carried out in a podia- 
trist's office and the patient can resume 

P walking immediately with little or no 
pain. 

Avoiding trouble. Most common foot 
troubles can be prevented from happen- 
ing in the first place— or from recurring. 

Good shoes properly fitted are essen- 
tial to foot health. Buy them late in the 
afternoon; your feet will be bigger then. 
Don't tell the salesman your size; let him 
' measure. Make certain the shoes are 
wide enough to accommodate the widest 
part of your foot and that there is room 
to extend your toes fully. 
i What should you look for in a good 
shoe? Soft upper, moderately broad heel, 
narrow waist, straight border along the 
^ inner sole. Socks should be a quarter-inch 
longer than the longest toe. If you per- 
( spire a lot, wool or cotton is preferable 
to synthetic material. 

Tips on foot care. Clip toenails straight 
across— no rounding of the corners— to 
minimize any chance of ingrown nails. 
Bathe your feet daily and dry completely 
with a terry-cloth towel. 

Don't monkey with your feet. If any 
kind of trouble pops up and persists for 
„more than a few days, do what you'd sen- 
sibly do if the trouble were in an arm 
or the throat or the chest: Get profes- 
sional help to diagnose it and treat it 
before it can get worse. 

It was Abraham Lincoln who once com- 
plained: "When my feet hurt, I can't 
think." Enough is known today so that 
with a little forethought your feet aren't 
likely to hurt— and, if the foot doctors 
are right, you'll be less likely to hurt 
elsewhere. DU

and power. The blade doesn't know what 
shape is carrying it. 

Many fine mowers, of course, are made 
in the front-hood tractor pattern. Since 
many are also capable of driving or pull- 
ing various other attachments, they'll be 
covered with tractors in PS next month. ♦ 

The hand-push rotaries. A look at this 
part of the market shows interesting de- 
velopments. Allis-Chalmers, well known 
for industrial equipment and farm ma- 
chinery, offers a 19" and a 22" walk- 
behind rotary pair. The 22-incher fea- 
tures an indirect belt drive to a separate ^ 
blade shaft to protect the engine if ob- 
structions are hit. Both models have 
heavy-duty, cast-aluminum housmgs, 
steel wheels with ball bearings, carefully 
designed and located discharge chutes, 
and handle-mounted throttle controls. 

A Sears 20" rotary (model 91417C) 
has a passel of new features, including 
"cam-release" starting to ease starter- 
rope action. This is combined with hy- 
draulic primer and a "pull-up" recoil 
starter. 

Other good items are a visual gas 
gauge, improved oil fill and drain, a mag- 
nesium housing, and a wiper blade above 
the cutting blade to help keep the hous- 
ing clean. Special attention to the grass 
catcher has given it a wide discharge 
chute and adjustable deflector. The 
catcher comes with the mower. 

Definite safety and convenience fea- 
tures for a hand-push rotary combine 
nicely in Yardman's 20" Model 2180 with 
twin-thickness cutting deck and a safety 
clutch/brake that enables you to start 
and run the engine and then engage the 
blade with a toe touch from a safe posi- 
tion behind the mower. The adjustable 
handle lets you fit the mower to your 
height and, when finished, fold it up for 
mower storage or transport. 

Self-propelled rotaries. A new 21" Lawn 
Boy with electric start is typical of one 
widely used drive system that presses a 
knurled or cogged drive pinion against 
the tread surfaces of the front or rear 
tires.

with a ring gear on the inside of the 
wheel faces. 

Jacobsen, old pros at the mower game, 
offer four-blade rotaries. Short blades, 
90 degrees apart on the rim of a disk or 
"flywheel," turn away on impact with a 
solid object and can be reversed for new 
cutting edge. Clutch engagement is via 
a Twist-Grip handle. Fold-down handle 
is standard. 

Sears' top-of-the-line self-propelled 
models have four hp. and chain-and- 
gear drive. The "Sears' best" mower has 
a two-speed gearbox, an outstanding fea- 
ture for use in tall grass that takes full 
engine speed but also slow forward speed. 
Also of interest: nickel-plated ignition 
points for long life. A gas gauge is stan- 
dard on the top mower. 

Ward's mowers are attractive enough 
to make you want to mow the lawn. The 
self-propelled Dial-A-Speed allows you 
to select ground travel rates to match 
mood, ambition, and cutting condition. 
Safety handles stop them when released. 

Huffy, carrying its single-lever height 
adjustment through to the self-propelled 



line, has two new ones this year— the 
Deluxe Broadlawn with chain drive to 
the front wheels and the Fairlane with 
friction drive to the rear wheels. 

Front- or rear- wheel drive? Arguments 
can easily be started over this, but it 
boils down to what your yard problems 
are. Front-wheel-drive advocates point 
out that it's easy to apply down-handle 
pressure to raise the front wheels for 
backing and swinging without bothering 
to disengage the clutch. Others, with 
such engineering power as Allis- Chalmers 
mowers, promote rear-wheel drive to get 
engine weight and traction effort on the 
rear and good front clearance for sneak- 
ing under bushes. The Allis- Chalmers 
22" self-propelled is rear drive and built 
to last. Big 10" rear tires float over 
chuck holes, and there are ball bearings 
all around. 

It may be that the answer to the front- 
vs.-rear-drive controversy lies in the dif- 
ference between the small yard with need 
for many quick, short cutting movements 
and the big yard with the need for hill 
climbing and getting over rough lawn. DH

New Batteries Pack More Power 

[Continued from pafje 93] 
that lithium reacts with water and de- 
composes it, making the use of ordinary 
water-based electrolytes impossible. 

Gulton Industries neatly solved this 
problem by using a nonaqueous compound 
with oxygen in it to oxidize the lithium 
and another chemical which ionizes the 
electrolyte to make it highly conductive. 

The new battery will stay sealed to 
keep moisture out, and will be complete- 
ly maintenance-free. Although it will cost 
50 percent more than lead-acid cells 
(lithium costs a bit more than lead), it 
has a number of big advantages. 

Dr. Harvey N. Seiger, director of re- 
search for Gulton, told me the new cells 
would weigh one-tenth as much as equiva- 
lent lead-acid cells. This is the same 
as saying that their practical energy den- 
sity is 100 watt-hours per pound versus 
about 10 for lead-acid. 

Unlike the lead-acid battery in your 
car, the lithium-nickel battery can be 80 
percent discharged and then fully re- 
charged a thousand times. Its open cir- 
cuit voltage is 3.2; when you start off in 
the Amitron this will drop to 2.5, but de- 
crease very slowly from there on. Perfect 
energy source for an electric car? Gulton 
thinks so. 

Since the lithium battery has a rela- 
tively low discharge rate and a lot of 
power is needed to accelerate a car from 
standstill, Gulton is also making a nickel - 
cadmium "acceleration" battery that 
puts out the needed surge of power. 

With this combination, the Amitron 
will take off like a scared rabbit, doing 
0 to 50 m.p.h. in 20 seconds and then 
traveling up to 150 miles at the same 
speed. Every time you slow down the 
motor becomes a generator and recharges 
the batteries, adding 25 percent to the 
car's range. A complete recharge from 
an AC outlet will take four hours. 

The Amitron will carry two stacks of 
lithium cells weighing 75 pounds apiece, 
and two 25-pound ni-cad acceleration 
batteries for a total weight of 200 pounds. 
The equivalent in lead-acid cells would 
weigh nearly a ton. 

Look what's coming. Among the exotic 
batteries of the future are the metal-air 
types mentioned earlier. They are actual- 
ly midway between batteries and fuel 
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New Batteries Pack More Power 

cells. The difference between these last 
two is simply that in ordinary batteries 
one electrode is oxidized by oxygen fur- 
nished by the electrolyte. In fuel cells 
the electrodes are not consumed and serve 
only to promote slow oxidation between 
a stream of air and a supply of a fuel 
such as propane. 

Metal-air batteries are in between. One 
electrode is "coupled to the air" (the 
cathode) and is designed only to cata- 
lyze the reaction between the air and a 
metal electrode (the anode). 

Leesona's zinc-air cells start out with 
a porous zinc anode which is given a 
bath of electrolyte aqueous potassium 
hydroxide, the same base electrolyte used 
in ordinary alkaline cells) . The next step 
is to wrap the zinc anode in a porous 
separator and then sandwich it between 
two air cathodes that are waterproof but 
let air in from the outside. Connections 
to the cathodes are made with grids of 
silver paint. 

There are secret ingredients. There's 
still much of the black art involved. In 
both fuel cells and metal-air batteries cath- 
odes are coated with chemicals to pro- 
mote the necessary reaction between air 
and fuel or air and metal. Often this is a 
rather expensive platinum or other com- 
pound, the exact nature of which is guard- 
ed by the manufacturer. New types of 
electrolytes and depolarizers also involve 
secret ingredients. 

But metal-air batteries are on the way. 
"We'll probably test-market our primary 
A batteries around the end of 1968," says 
Leesona president Anthony Moos. "The 
price of the battery? It'll be competitive." 

Moos and spokesmen for General 
Atomics Divison of Gulf Oil, GE, Yard- 
ney, and Ford also want to produce re- 
chargeable zinc-air cells for electric cars. 

GM and Union Carbide are working 
intensively with fuel cells. "We believe 
fuel cells will be the ultimate answer for 
electric cars," says one Carbide executive. 
"At least for the electric equivalent of 
today's gasoline-engine automobiles." 

One thing is sure. With all the pres- 
sure to find new portable power sources, 
we're going to see even more power put 
into amazingly small packages. And if 
you'd like to try your hand at battery 
design, the field's wide open. BI]

tank for themselves— and come up with 
a design better suited for zero-gravity 
operations in a spacesuit. 

With scuba gear, It's another story. 
After exposing all my clumsiness in the 
spacesuit test, I tried performing the - 
identical tasks in swimming trunks and 
scuba gear. The job in the spacesuit 
had made me perspire so profusely that 
I really longed for a refreshing swim— 
for physical contact with the water from , 
which the spacesuit had separated me. 
And now I was in a familiar element. 

I have been an active scuba diver* 
since 1955, when the Sons of the Beaches 
of Los Angeles introduced me to this 
most fabulous of all sports. My thrill- 
ing experiences have included an encoun- ^ 
ter with two sharks, the spearing of a 
six-foot moray eel (which some scuba 
divers would respect more than a shark) , 
and, at the invitation of Ed Link, free- 
diving from his research submarine Deep 
Diver while it lay at the sea bottom on , 
the Continental Shelf off Grand Bahama 
Island. ^ 

The space rigger's tasks that were so 
difficult in a pressurized spacesuit turned 
out to be a cinch in swimming trunks 
and scuba gear. There was no spacesuit « 
pressure to fight as I moved my limbs. 
My flippered feet gave all the maneuver- 
ability I wanted. 

But, of course, kicking your feet won't 
get you anywhere in an air-filled envi- 
ronment, let alone an airless one! It is 
the first thing a skin diver has to unlearn- 
when he turns to neutral -buoyancy work, 
for it would lead to wrong results. 

What tank trials have shown. Under- 
water tests have already taught us valu-l 
able lessons. We have found out whati 
can and cannot reasonably be expected! 
from an astronaut under zero gravity^ 
how much time and effort it takes; where 
foot and hand holds should be placed 
how toggle switches should be recon 
figured for easy operation; what comers 
should be padded, so a man won't ge 
hung up or tear a hole in his suit. Mosi 
importantly, we have learned that what 
ever zero-gravity work can be done h 
shirtsleeves is many times simpler thai 
the same work in a pressurized spacesuJ 
that "fights back."

$370 for storm sash. Typically, such 
costs would be spread over a 10-year pe- 
riod with a home-improvement loan. 

The bonus. There are additional ad- 
vantages. The extra insulation means a 
cooler house in hot weather and a re- 
duction of air-conditioning costs. In win- 
ter, it means improved comfort. Chilling 
drafts aren't caused by air infiltration 
alone. They are caused by the wash of 
air down cold walls and window glass. 
Improved insulation and storm sash stop 
this. You will be comfortable at lower 
thermostat settings. These improvements 
also give you a quieter house, by muffling 
outside noise. And electric heat itself is 
generally the quietest of all systems. 

A larger electrical capacity may not 
only mean power for new appliances— it 
can mean reduced cost. Many homes 
with inadequate wiring have a voltage 
loss because insufficient electricity gets 
through. This loss is electricity wasted 
in heating up wires and electric motors, 
at no benefit to the consumer. It adds 
substantially to his bill. Electric motors 
operated at insufficient voltage bum out 
prematurely.

Lower-cost 
vinyl wall coverings are also effective. 

That simis up what's likely to be in- 
volved in converting an older house to 
electric heat. You weigh the cost and 
minor temporary inconvenience against 
the quality and long-term convenience. 
There's little doubt that it's a heating 
system with a bright future.

w.p.m., I'd need 20 hours to get through 
the book. 

But I sped along at the fastest clip 
I could— maybe 2,000 w.p.m. In three 
hours I had finished. Did I understand 
it? Not at all. But I picked up what I 
needed for an article I was researching. 

Weisenfeld had us take a whole min- 
ute to read one 300-word page during our 
sixth class. It was excruciating to go so 
slowly. And 300 w.p.m. is 100 words 
faster than my begiiming speed.

"flavor"; and possibly a tripling of my 
"comfortable" reading rate. 

Whether or not I'll lose the technique 
is another question. The only wide sur- 
vey of ex-students— 1,800 of them from 
the San Francisco area— showed that 
after a year one-third of the people 
weren't using the method at all, and 
had slipped back to their old rates. An- 
other third said they use it sometimes, 
and that probably they have maintained 
speed. But the rest of the students- 
many of whom had attended free brush- 
up workshops— said they felt they were 
reading faster a year later. 

In day-to-day use, I find a few minor 
negatives. For example, in order to keep 
at my new rates I must continue to use 
my finger. And reading while eating pre- 
sents a problem. 

Also, there is a nagging doubt that at 
those high speeds I'm giving the author 
a fair shake. But then, if I didn't skim 
many books, I wouldn't have time to 
read them at all. BE
